It was also reported to the board that a 
theft of the same kind had been perpetrated 
in the Forty-fifth Precinct of the Thirty~ 
fourth Ward. As no one seemed to have 
any suspicion who the thieves were no 
charges were made against any person. - 

The object of stealing these books is not 
apparent. If lost entirely they could in no 
way affect the election, for the reason that 
the regular books used on election day are 
kept at the board rooms. 

In the First, Second, Seventeenth, and 
Eighteenth Wards, which are receiving 
special attention, much of the evidence 
sought will be obtained tonight, when the 
clerks make a revision of the poll list. At 
that time the names of those against whom 
fraud may be charged can be obtained and 
the persons they represent locked up. This 
work will be watched by representatives 
from both political parties as well as from 
the federation. : 

Suspect notices will be sent to every per- 
son of doubtful residence whose name is 
found in the list. Any one receiving such 
notice and failing to reply to the board by 
next Wednesday will be stricken off. So in 
that way by closely watching the work it 
is hoped to bar the repeaters and lodging- 
house toughs-from voting. 


No Arrests Yet. 

As yet no attempt has been made to arrest 
anybody. Leaders of the Auxiliary Federa- 
tion in the Seventeenth Ward were at head- 
quarters yesterday morning, and left there 
for the purpose of taking out warrants 
against Michael Moriarty, John Cotter, and 
P. J. Hauley, but for some reason unex- 
plained they were not served. It was said 
at the club rooms in the ward last night 
these men would be taken into custody this 
morning. é 

It was decided not to do much in the way 
of arrests until the revision has been com- 
pleted, for the reason that the federation has 
not got all the evdence it wants, nor has It 
any of the evidence so far collected in shape 
to use. 

The Republican club of the Seventeenth 
Ward is compiling a list by house numbers 
of the voters in that division and expects 
to have the work completed by noon today. 
It was said some startling disclosures would 
be made. Houses containing only three or 
four rooms are credited with sheltering 
from twelve to eighteen registered voters. 
The. heaviest frauds appear to have been 
perpetrated in the Third, Sixth, and Sev- 
enth Precincts. The most glaring instances 
of colonizing were found at No. 216 Fulton 
street, owned by James Crown, Dethocratic 
candidate for Constable. He is also the 
Democratic judge of election. Eight voters 
are registered from his house. At No. 52 
West Lake street sixteen voters purported to 
reside. 

At O’Connor’s Houses. 

At No. 276 West Lake street, one of Ald. 
O'Connor's places, there are twenty-one al- 
leged voters. No. 278 West Lake street, an- 
other place owned by O’Connor, is given as 
the abode of nine voters. Each of these 
houses is two stories high and has living 


rooms only in the upper stories. 

From No. 264 Fulton street, a boarding- 
house with room for eight people, fifteen are 
registered. Thirteen persons registering 
gave No. 200 Fulton street, where there is 
room for six people, as their residence. And 
at No. 282 Fulton street ten voters purported 
to live, although that number has not yet 
been found there. Mes

Six precinct clerks have been summoned 
to appear before the Commissioners to make 
answer why they did not mail suspect notices 
as required.

FRAUDS ARE COMING - TO LIGHT. 


Detectives’ Probes Dig Deep Into 
South Town Pay-Roll Affairs. 
Three of the secret service men employed 
by the Civic Federation to collect evidence 
of frauds in the South Town accounts and 
pay-rolls made a partial report of their 
work yesterday. The details of the report 
are suppressed from publication for the 
present by an agreement with the South 

Town officials. 

When the investigation began the attorney 
for the South Town Board advised the of- 
ficials not to allow an inspection of the ac- 
counts, except on condition the result was 
kept out of the newspapers. : 

Secretary Easley of the Civic Federation 
says the investigation is proceeding slowly 
on account of the obstacles thrown in the 
way by the interested officials and politi- 
clans. Enough has been disclosed, it is said, 
to substantiate the charges made and sevy- 
eral arrests‘may be made next wéek. One 
of the men in charge of the work of collect- 
ing evidence said yesterday: 

“While we are convinced the stories of 
‘ pay-roll stuffing and other frauds have not 
been exaggerated, we are having slow work 
ro ggeg evidence which could be used in 
court. :

When He Prepares to Leave with His 
Plander the Watchers Overpower

He said 
his name was Manning and he was foreman 
of the repair department of the Edison 
Electric company and wanted a boy to work 
for him. He said he would pay the boy $5 
a week. Young Muehleisen accepted the of- 
fer. Mr. Manning said it would be necessary 
tor the boy to accompany him to his house, 
where he would explain the duties of the 
position. 

They went duwn-town on a Wells street 
cable train. On the way down-town the man 
said the boy reminded him of his own child. 


At Madison street they left the car and 


walked over to State, where they took a 
south-bound cable train. They got off at 
Forty-second street and walked west sever- 


al blocks and then south a block. They ep- 
tered a three-story brick building, where 


were two women and a man.

The boy was taken to a bedroom on the 


top floor and told to go to sleep. The room || 


was well furnished and there was a folding 
bed. When the boy was locked in the room 
he realized his position and became fright- 
ened, He knocked on the door and shouted 
for help, but his calls were not answered, 
He cried until he was tired and finally fell 
asleep. 

Wednesday morning he was awake at 6 
o’clock. By the time he was dressed the 
door opened and Mr. Manning entered. He 
asked the boy to. go down-stairs to the din- 
ing-room and have breakfast, but Charles 
refused as he was too frightened to eat any- 
thing. 

‘Very well, then,’’ said the man; “I am 
going to the drug store for a minute and you 
can come with me.” 

Escapes from His Captor. 


After walking several biocks with the man 
the boy suddenly turned and ran toward 
State street.

SHOOTS ONE AND CAPTURES BOTH 


Policeman Ptacek Ontgenerals 
Men Identified as Robbers. 
Policeman Frank Ptacek last evening ar- 
rested two men, later identified as robbers, 
though to do it he had to shoot one of them. 
They were John King and Michael Haley. 

At 8 o’clock William Britton, a driver of 
one of Siegel, Cooper & Co.’s wagons, was 
stopped by two men on Clark street, be- 
tween Sixteenth and Seventeerth streets. 
They took 30 cents, all the money he had, 
and ran north. Britton told Policeman 
Ptacek of the robbery. 

“There the men go now," he said, point- 
ing to King and Haley. 

Ptacek boarded an electric car, getting off 
at Fifteenth street. 
seized them. : 

King attempted to draw his revolver, and 
made such a desperate resistance the police- 
man was compelled to release Haley, who 
started down Clark street. 

Ptacek wrenched King’s revolver away 
and threw it into the gutter. Drawing his 
own revolver he fired at Haley, the buller 
lodging in his left hip and bringing him 
down. 

Both men were taken to the police station, 
where it was found that Haley’s wound was 
only a slight one. 

Young Britton identified the men as his 
assailants. 

Albert Hesse reported an hour before that 
two men had held him up and taken his sil- 
ver watch and chain. He was sent for and 
identified a watch and chain found on King 
as his own, and said the prisoners were the 
men who held him up. 


ALMOST A HURRICANE IN NEBRASKA, 


Rain and Excessively High Winds Pre- 
vail Throughout the State. 
Omaha, Neb:, March 27.—A severe wind 
and rain storm has prevailed in Nebraska 
today. Tonight it is very severe; the wind 
reaching the proportions of a hurricane in 
many sections. Early this morning a heavy 
rain began throughout the State, which 
lasted until noon. Toward evening the 
storm was renewed and became violent 
hourly. Torrents of water fell, and, togeth- 
er with the terrific wind, forced a suspen- 
sion of traffic in Omaha streets for several 
hours. It was equally severe in other parts 
of the State. Many small buildings were 
torn from their foundations. The damage 

is confined to the property destroyed.

Yesterday afternoon Policeman Dodd re- 
ceived the information that an attempt 
would be made by three men to loot the 
safe in Mrs. Johann’'s home while the family 
were attending church. He told Capt. Dut- 
ton of what he had learned, and Policeman 
Cleary was detailed with him to conceal 
themselves and arrest the burglars. 

When they arrived at the house Mrs. 
Johann had gone, and her mother was alone 
in the house. The officers explained their 
mission to her, and while Dodd remained 
indoors Cleary, concealed, waited outside for 
the robbers. 

The safe is in Mrs. Johann’s bedroom on 
the first floor. At 8 o’clock a buggy drove 
up near the house. One of the occupants 
easily gained an entrance through the door 
by means of skeleton keys, and proceeded 
to Mrs. Johann’s bedroom. His two con- 
federates remained outside to give an alarm 
in case they were detected by policemen. . 

Once in the room where the safe stood, 
Swift produced a dark lantern and began 
fingering on the combination. Within ff- 
teen minutes the door opened and everything 
valuable was extracted. 

Gathering the plunder into his pockets 
Swift started to go, when Dodd covered him 
with his revolver, leaped forward and seized 
his wrist, wrenching a revolver from Swift's 
hand. As he did so Swift quietly yielded. 

Swift’s delay in the house, where he was 
being held a prisoner, began to worry his 
confederates, and fearing for his safety 
Murphy also ascended the steps. At that 
moment two policemen of the Maxwell Street 
Station passed, and the third robber, fearing 
detection, leaped into the buggy and drove 
away. Murphy stepped into the house and 
waited for a moment just within the door. 
Cleary followed him, and, drawing his re- 
volver, had no difficulty in arresting him. 

The prisoners were taken to the Harrison 
Street Police Station. 

Swift is well known to the police, having 
already served a term-of nine years on the 
charge of burglary.

CHICAGO MEN LOSE IN DEBATE. 


Michigan University Team Is Given 
the Detision on Eight Points. 

Ann Arbor, Mich., March 27.—[(Special.}]— 
Michigan and Chicago Universities met for 
the first time in debate here tonight. Michi- 
fan secures the first forensic victory and 
Chicago gets her fourth consecutive defeat. 

The question was: “ Is the Principle of a 
Graduated Tax One That Should Be Adopted 
by the States?’

Doctors Find a Tragedy in the 
Trunk Mystery. 


SKULL TWICE FRACTURED 


Was the Body That of Policeman 
Robert Thornton? 


LIVED IN SALT LAKE CITY. 


Proof That the Freight Was Shipped _ 


from There, 


IT MAY BE JOANES P. CHAZAL. - 


The man, whose body was found in a box 
by bargain-hunters Greiss and Haas at Aus- 
tin on Thursday was murdered. Two holes, 
made probably by a hammer, were discovered 
by Dr. Louis J. Mitchell, Coroner's physician, 
at the post-mortem examination held at the 
County Morgue yesterday afternoon. Both 
were skull fractures. One was in the back 
of the head and the other in the left tem- 
ple. In both instances the bones were driven 
into the brain.. Dr. Mitchell gave ‘it as his 
opinion the man was killed in this manner. 


|. The examination showed the remains to 


be those of a man who was 30 or 35 ycars 
old. five feet seven inches tall, smooth-faced, 
dark brown hair, and al! his teeth in place. 
A rupture truss was iu the box and under 
the body was part of a dark portlere or table 
cover. ‘ 
Was It Robert Thernton?t 


Was the body that of Robert Thornton, an 
ex-policeman who mysteriously disappeared 
from Salt Lake City at the time of the box 
shipment on March 8, 1893? This possible 
clew is suggested by a former citizen of Salt 
Lake City at present located in Chicago. He 
declines to allow his name to be used, be- 
cause at one time he was the legal adviser 
of the family of the man. He says the gen- 
eral, although meager, description of the re- 
mains in the case tallies closely with that of 
Thornton, who mysteriously disappeared in 
the beginning of the year 1893, at the time 
the box was shipped from there to this city. 

According to this attorney, Thornton had 
been discharged from the police force some’ 
time the year previous because of some per- 
sonal trouble he became involved in and also 
through the influence of political enemies. 
It 4s not suggested, however, this political 
fracas resulted in his subsequent taking off, 
although it is generally believed the man was 
murdered by some one whose enmity he had 
incurred while on the police force. 

Tried to Arrest a Man. 


Prior to his official decapitation Thorn- 
ton attempted to arrest a man named Joy in 
a Second South street saloon on a charge of 
disorderly conduct. Joy drew a revolver and 
refused to be taken. The policeman had no 
warrant and left, but subsequently obtained 


the necessary paper and caused the man's 


arrest. Joy was convicted and senten 
pay. a fine of $100 and-occupy a cell 


; yt Pd -- s “ 

There has never been any wiitience or clew 
obtainable as to how Thornton was madd 
away with or by whom, or whither the body 
disappeared. The discovery in this city may 
lead to further light being thrown upon the 
mystery, if it should prove that the ghastly 
contents of the zinc box are the remains of 
Thornton. 

Rumors were rife at one time that Thorn- 
ton had been killed in California, but they 


‘were never authenticated. A niece of the 


missing man, it is said, was diligent at the 
time in spreading this report, but only a few 
months ago admitted to the attorney re- 
ferred to that it was not true. 

The skeleton of a man was also found on 
the Fort Douglas reservation, near Salt Lake 
City, and beside it lay a knife that had evi- 
dently been the means of committing the 
murder or suicide, as the case might have 
been. The belief was widespread at the 
time that the remains were those of Thorn- 
ton, but it was abandoned after thorough 
examination of the clothing, and the skele- 
ton was ultimately supposed to be that of 
some missing soldier. 


Mystery in the Case. 


There is some ground for suspicion, it is 
also said, that certain persons related to 
the alleged murdered man know something 
tending to unravel the mystery; but as there 
is supposed to have been family troubles ex- 
isting both prior and subsequent to Thorn- 
ton’s disappearance they have never offered 
to give the slightest intimation of such 
knowledge. 

The fact only remains that Robert Thorn- 
ton vanished from his accustomed haunts 
suddenly and mysteriously, and about the 
time the box found in Wakem & McLaugh- 
lin’s warehouse was shipped from Salt Lake 
City. Thornton was 35 years of age, nearly 
5 feet 8 inches in height, and had a wife and. 
one child, who still reside in Salt Lake City. 


May Be J.P. Chazal. 

There is a possibility the body may be that 
of Joanes Prosper Chazal, who disappeared 
from Salt Lake City in February, 189%. 
Henry De Vere and Bas Marcel went to the 
morgue last night and looked at the body. 
Then they went to the police at the armory 
and said they were reasonably certain the 
body was that of Chazal. 

Chazal, they said, lived with a woman 
named Rolande, in Franklin avenue, Salt 
Lake City, up to February, 1593, but the 
number in the avenue they did not remem- 
ber. De Vere is a saloonkeeper, No. 424 
Dearborn street, and Marcel lives at No. 335 
Dearborn street. Chazal, they said, was a 


native of. Lyons, France, and no trace of 


him has been found since February, 188%. 
His wife and child are ih Paris. The motive 
for the murder of Chazal, the Frenchmen 
said, was robbery, as the man was well off 
and always carried jewelry.

WHITE SETTLERS ARE MASSACRED. 


Revolt Grows in Extent in the Land of 
the Matabeles. 

Capetown, March 27.—Dispatches received 
from Buluwayo, Matabeleland, this morning 
indicate the uprising in that part of the col- 
ony is serious. The settlers in Matabele- 
land are flocking into the towns, which are 
being placed in a condition for defense. Re- 
inforcements of mounted police have aiready 
been sent to Buluwayo, Inseza, and Gambo, 
and the Cape Rifles have received orders to 
prepare for active service. Supplies of.am- 
munition for the maxim guns are being hur- 
ried to Buluwayo and all the horses of the 
disturbed territory have been collected 
by Col. Napier, who is in charge of the gov- 


ernment forces. ' 


The natives are raiding farms and killing 
White Settlers in the Matapo Hills district, 
and rumor has it that over fifty people have 
been slain. 

Frederick C. Selous, the explorer. and 
hunter, who distinguished himself during 
the Matabele war, has been driven from his 
farm and has sought safety at Buluwayo. 

Other. advices received irom Buluwayo 
say that there was great alarm on Wednes- 
day and Thursday, caused by a report wkich 
turned out to be false, brought into towa at 
midnight, that the natives were within half 
a mile of the place. The women and children 
were ordered to the court-house, the men 
were all armed for the defense of the town, 
and scouting parties were sent in all direc- 
tions. The miners who are hurrying into 
Buluwayo report numerous native atrocities. 

London, March 27.—A Cape Town dispatch 
to the Times says: “ There are the wildest 
rumors at Johannesburg that the Boers have 
fomented the Matabele uprising. Possibly 
one cause of the disturbance is the regula- 
tions recently enforced in Rhodesia to stamp 
out the rinder pest, the Kaffirs being greatly 
attached to their cattle. It is stated that 
the disturbers are not true Matabeles, but 
are Amatoli and Mashonas, from whom Dr. 
Jameson has predicted trouble.” 


KRUGER MAY VISIT ENGLAND YET. 


He Denies Relations Are Strained Be- 
tween Him and Chamberlain. 
Pretoria, March 27.—President Kruger has 


‘issued an official denial of the reports which 


have found currency in England and have 
been cabled back here that a strained condi- 
tion of relations exists between himself and 
Colonial Secretary Chamberlain. President 
Kruger says further that he has not declined 
to visit England, The Burghers, he says, 
are leaving negotiations entirely in the 
hands:of the Executive, instead of offering 
objections to the visit, as has been reported. 


HAS NOT BOUGHT DELAGOA BAY. 


Mr. Chamberlain Denies the Reports 
of the Purchase. 

London, March 27.—Mr. Chamberlain, Sec- 
retary of State for the Colonies, announced 
to the House that there was not an atom of 
foundation for the reports of the purchase 
by Great Britain of Delagoa Bay and an ad- 


joining strip of territory. 


Mr. Curzon said that France's announce- 
ment in regard to the annulling of existing 
treaties with Madagascar was of extreme 
importance. .

He complained of the 
foreign complications which had come upon 
the country since Lord Salisbury had come 
into office. 

He argued that the bill of Mr. Long, Pres-

The Judge with the Woman. 


The trial was held before Mr. Justice 
Hawkins, one of the most experienced, and, 
though a little opinionated, one of the 
shrewdest Judges in England. Inthe course 
of the trial Justice Hawkins showed a de- 
cided leaning toward the woman, and today 
in a sensational charge practically instruct- 
ed the jury to find ror her. 

The jury was locked up for one hour, and 
then rendered the verdict awarding the 
woman $60,000. A roar of applause difficult 
to quell broke out from the multitude in the 
chamber that has been so deathly quiet the 
whole week. The Judge ordered Dr. Play- 
fair to pay all costs immediately, and said 
he would give a decision affecting the ap- 
peal on Monday. 

The case is bound to create an immense 
stir in medical circles all over Europe, as it 
raises the whole question of professional 
secrecy. Justice Hawkins intimated that 
Dr. Playfair could have bade his wife to 
sever the social relations with Mrs. Kitson 
without giving his reasons. Many lawyers 
argue that Dr. Playfair should have pleaded 
justification, in which case the jury might 
have considered it more manly, and award- 
ed less damages. Others say the plea of 
justification is only admissible in a case 
where the discovery is of a violation of law.

Washington, D. C., March 27.—[Special.]— 
“ There are only two counties in my district 
that have not held their conventions,”’ said 
Congressman Graff of the Fourteenth IIli- 
nois District, ‘‘ and the indications are now 
that I will be renominated without opposi- 
tion. My own county of Tazewell and Put- 
mam County are the ones yet to be heard 
from, but I am not giving myself any un- 
easiness on their account. My district con- 
vention meets a week before the State con- 
vention at Springfield, and it is more than 
likely that I will kill two birds with one 
stone and take in both gatherings. So far I 
thave not heard the name of any Democrat 
suggested to make a campaign against me— 
at the last Congressional election I beat my 
Democratic opponent more than 3,000 votes.”’

Baltimore American Advocates the 
Maine Man’s Nomination. 

Baltimore, Md., March 27.—The Baltimore 
American, of which Gen. Felix Angus is 
editor, will in tomorrow’s issue announce its 
advocacy of the nomination of Speaker Reed 
for the Presidency. In its leading editorial 
the American reverts to the Republican con- 
vention in Massachusetts, and adds: 

“ Yesterday's convention was the formal 
beginning of the Reed campaign. The sen- 
timent in Maryland is for him without che 
shadow of a doubt, and when the time 
comes the South will rise spontaneously to 
his name.”’

NOW TEXAS MAY GO REPUBLICAN, 


Scheme for Fusion with the Populists 
in the Lone Star State. 

Austin, Tex., March 27.—A report is cur- 
rent here, and it has appeared in some of the 
Texas papers, that the leaders of the Repub- 
licans and the Populists have a scheme to 
fuse, the Republicans to vote for the Popu- 
list nominees for State offices and the Popu- 
lists to put Republican Electors on their bal- 
lots. If this fusion is accomplished it will 
certainly endanger Texas as a Democratic 
State this year. 

Two years ago the Democratic vote for 
Culberson was 207,167; Populist vote, 152,- 
731; black and tan Republicans, 54,520; lily- 
white Republicans, 5,026. The figures show 
that the combined opposition two years ago 
had a majority of over 5,000, and this has 
been greatly increased since by defections 
from the Democratic ranks.

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TEAR MORTON'S PICTURE. 


BROOKLYN REPUBLICANS JEST AT 
HIS PRESIDENTIAL ASPIRATIONS. 


Governor of New York Is Criticised for 
Signing the Raines Excise Bill and 
Then in Anger.His Photograph Is 
Torn from a Frame and Destroyed 
~—Greater New York Bill Is Re- 
ceived and the Possible Approval 
of.the Mayors Is Discussed. 


New York, March 27.—[Special.J]—There 
was 4 bad outbreak against Gov. Morton all 
along the line in a meeting of the Abraham 
Lincoln Republican club in Brooklyn to- 
night. Gov. Morton's picture was on the 
wall in a gilt frame, but now the picture has 
been torn into shreds, and the frame has 
been demolished. 

During the meeting the Raines law was 
freely discussed. Every member spoke 
against it, and as the debate progressed the 
members became bitter in their denunciation 
of ex-Senator Platt for forcing the bill 
through the Legislature and of Gov. Morton 
for signing it. Many unkind things were 
said of Gov. Morton and his Presidential 
aspirations, and at last one member noticed 
the picture and with a war whoop yelled: 

‘* Down with Morton’s picture!” 

A dozen hands reached for the picture at 
the same time, and in a few minutes it was 
demolished. 

Copies of the greater New York bill came 
from Albany by mail this morning and are 
now in the hands of Mayors Strong of New 
York, Wurster of Brooklyn, and Gleason of 
Long Island City. It must receive their ap- 
proval and signatures before it passes on to 
Gov. Morton for his signature. 

In New York the legislation at Albany is 
joyfully received and few people express 
doubts that Mayor Strong will withhold his 
signature, as he voted for consolidation a 
year ago. Today he said, however, that he 
would not express an opinion on the bill until 
he had taken official action. A number of 
public hearings will be held by the Mayors 
during the next fifteen days at which resi- 
dents of the three cities can give arguments 
for and against the signing of the bill. The 
hearings will be held alternately in the three 
cities. 

Mayor Gleason of Long Jsland City will un- 
doubtedly sign the bill, as he has favored 
consolidation all along. The people of Long 
Island City also generally favor the meas- 
ure. 

The probable hitch will come with Mayor 
Wurster. In Brooklyn lies the principal op- 
position to the consolidation scheme, as its 
inhabitants have argued that it means an 
increase in the taxes without a correspond- 
ing increase in representation in local affairs. 
The general comment across the river now is 
that the amended bill, as passed, has pro- 
vided for equalization in all departments. 

In case the measure should be forced back 
upon the Legislature to be passed over Wur- 
ster’s possible veto its friends can secure the 
necessary number of votes. 


HEAVY SUIT AGAINST HUNTINGTON, 
Marcus Pollasky of Chicago Claims to 
Have Been Wronged. 


New) York, March 27.—The papers in the 
suit of Marcus Pollasky of Chicago against 
Collis P. Huntington, the Pacific Improve- 
ment company, and the Southern Pacific 
company for $374,400 were filed today with 
the Clerk of the United States Court of this 
district. 

The litigation comes within Federal juris- 
diction because Pollasky is a citizen of the 
State of Illinois, Collis P. Huntington a resi- 
dent of this State, the Pacific Improvement 
company a corporation existing under the 
laws. of California, and the Southern Pacific 
company under the laws of Kentucky. 

At the beginning of his complaint Pollasky 
claims that on or before Oct. 3, 1892, in 
Fresno, Cal., he was possessed of property 
valued at $374,400; at the same time he was 
indebted to the extent of $123,921. Pollasky 
says he engaged in a joint venture with 
Huntington in the construction of the San 
Joaquin railroad in California. In this un- 
dertaking Pollasky incurred heavy debts for 
the benefit of “‘ the defendant and his asso- 
cilates and the corporations controlled by 
him and them.”’ 

The complaint further asserts that in the 
prosecution of the enterprise Pollasky jeop- 
ardized his life, imperiled his health, and im- 
poverished himself for the benefit of Hunt- 
ington. 

it also states that Pollasky entered into 
an agreement with Huntington wherein the 
former agreed to convey to Andrew J. Treat 
the personal property and effects above men- 
tioned’ of which the complainant was then 
possessed. It is alleged Treat, who was the 
confidential clerk of Huntington, without 
consideration transferred and assigned to 
the Pacific Improvement company this prop- 
erty, which was worth, it is claimed, $374,400, 
which there were the liabilities 
enumerated above, amounting to $123,921. 

Further on the complaint says Huntington 
received into his hands the conveyances 
mentioned and set upon foot a scheme to 
deprive Pollasky of his beneficial interests 
in the property, and to that end selected 
from the liabilities mentioned for payment 
only such as would inure to his benefit, and 
totally disregarded the spirit and meaning 
of the agreement, and refused and still re- 
fuses to pay a large part of the debts due. 

In conclusion Pollasky’s complaint says in 
this language: 

“The defendant, through the Pacific Im- 
provement company, which is a creature of 
said Collis P. Huntington, has sold and con- 
verted to his own use a large part of the 
personal property mentioned and has refused 
and still refuses to account for any part of 
the property.” . 

It is expected that Collis P. Huntington’s 
version of the matter complained of by Mr. 
Pollasky will reach the United States Court 
some time in April next. 


WILL HAVE NO INTERVIEWS ALONE, 


New Reasons Assigned for the Salva- 
tion Army Disruption. 

New York, March 27.—Commander Rall- 
ington Booth has requested the Rey. J. G. 
Haliwood, who was his private secretary 
for over four years, to be present at all the 
interviews which he has with his sister, Mrs. 
Booth-Tuckcer, who comes prepared to make 
concessions to the head of the new Salvation 
Army. Commander Booth has decided to 
meet no ambassador from his father alone. 

Mr. Haliwood says the recall of Command- 
er Booth was the result of a scheme devised 
by Herbert Booth, who wished to supersede 
his brother in command in the United States. 

Another incident which Mr. Haliwood be- 
lieves had great weight with the commander 
in reaching his decision to sever all connec- 
tion with his father is the trouble which oc- 
eurred over the “ Life of Mrs. Gen. Booth ” 
which was written by Booth-Tucker. 

¥ Ballington,”’ he said, “‘ considers that he 
was very badly treated by London in this 
matter.

GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK. 
Police Captain Devery Is Acquitted of 
a Charge of Extortion.

Heavy Immigration of Italians. 


At least 400 of the 2,000 ItaHan immigrants 
who were landed on Ellis Island on Sunday 
and Monday will be deported, as they have 
not the means to subsist upon for thirty 
days. Commissioner Senner attributes the 
large migration of Italians to the Italian 
invasion of Abyssinia, to which most Ital- 
ian peasants are averse. They do not wish 
to be drafted into the army and so to avoid 
becoming conscripts they emigrate.

Memorable Night in Grand Opera at 
the Auditorium, 

“ Tristan’ and “ Traviata ’’ temperament 
and tutti frutti, and within a brief space at 
the Auditorium. 

The audience last night was a remarkable 
contrast to those in attendance during che 
present season of opera. The chill which 
has made itself painfully and frequently ap- 
parent was conspicuously absent. With

Last night there were alloweda new Tristan 
and a new Isolde, each -with a training in the 
Italian school, as well as experience in Ger- 
man fields. Mme. Nordica in the latter has 
won the s‘amp of Bayreuth approval, and 
the first foreign Elsa at Bayreuth is the first 
American Isolde. 

In the presentation the advantage of that 
extended experience which both artists 
brought to their task made itself at once 
evident. The music was sung as it has never 
been sung before in Chicago. The smooth- 
ness and beauty of tone, the admirable ob- 
servation of the shading indicated by the 
composer, and the sympathy existing be- 
tween the singers made the performance in 
one sensearevelation. Mme. Nordica brings 
to her task the charm of youthful appear- 
ance and figure. Her voice since she has 
devoted herself so seriously to Wagnerian 
opera has taken on a fuller resonance and 
brilliancy. 

He Is a Heroic Tenor. 

The same improvement in tone is observa- 
ble with M. de Reszke, now a heroic tenor in 
the best sense. The poses were of noble diz- 
nity. The movement indicajted in the music 
was carried out with elaborateness and ef- 
fect. Vocally there was total unreserve. 

The climaxes at the close of the first act 
and in the ‘‘ liebesnacht’’ were of an irre- 
sistible power that carried the orchestra 
with them. M. Edouard de Reszke made, 
as was awaited, a noble King Marke, and 
delivered the music with dignity and pathos. 
Miss Brema, heard here previously as Bran- 
gaene, sustained the strong impression and 
picturesque appearance of the previous oc- 
casion. :

DEATH OF SAMUEL 8B, CHASE, 


One of the Oldest Residents of the 
Town of Lake View. 

Samuel Blanchard Chase died at his home, 
No. 1946 Belmont avenue, Lake View, yes- 
terday morning. He had been sick of ery- 
sipelas two weeks, but his condition was 
not considered serious until last Wednesday. 

Mr. Chase for over a quarter of a century 
was identified with the abstract and real 
estate business in Chicago. He laid out 
many important subdivisions and prepared 
one of the first and most complete set of 
indexes to the Cook County records. He was 
the pioneer of the Town of Lake View, build- 
ing the first house there in 1855 at the shore 
end of what is now Belmont avenue, and 
resided there up to the time of his death, a 
period of over forty years. 

Mr. Chase was for many years a Super- 
v for Lake View and took an active part 
in its growth and development. For four 
years he was a member of the State Board 
of Equalization. 

He was a brother of Charles B. Chase, 
formerly a member of the Board of Educa- 
tion, and whose death occurred last Decem- 
ber. Several years ago Mr. Chase retired 
from business and spent the declining days 
of his life quietly at his Lake View residence, 
surrounded by his family. 

Mr. Chase was born in Hopkinton, N. H., 
Oct. 1, 1823. His father was Judge Horace 
Chase. After graduating at Dartmouth, 
which he entered at the early age of 14, 
young Chase began the practice of law in 
his native State. Ten years afterward he 
came to Chicago, where in 1852 he entered 
the office of James H. Reis, who was then 
engaged in the real esate business. Mr. 
Reis was preparing an index to the records 
of Cook County. The work was given over 
to Mr. Chase, who had become the partner 
of Mr. Reis, and who elaborated and per- 
fected the original plans, and after months 


'of most exhaustive research produced the 


first complete set of indexes published. Mr. 
Chase also prepared other indexes and de- 
scriptions of Cook County realty. 

His wife was Miss Elizabeth Thompson, 
a daughter of Capt. Amherst Thompson of 
Amherst, Mass. They were married in 1853, 
and six children were born to them. Mrs. 
Chase died in 1889. Five of the children sur- 
vive their parents. They are: Horace 
Chase, who resides in California: Samuel 
and Harry, living in Chicago; and Miss 
Emma and Miss Ruth, living at home. 

The funeral will occur on Sunday.

The children were returhing home from 
school between 3% and 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon. The car was going west in Division 
street and the motorman was preparing to 
switch from the main track to permit a 
south-bound car to pass. The child at- 
tempted to cross the street from the south 
side. She halted half way between the 
tracks and sidewalk and then started again. 
She was not quick enough, however, the 
forward end of the car striking her, throw- 
ing her to the ground. She rolled head first 
under the wheels. 

Drageged for Fifty Feet. 

The child was dragged by the neck and 
shoulders for fifty feet before the motorman 
heard the cries of the spectators, she being 
so small he could not see her. The car was 
stopped, but too late. The wheels had 
crushed out the life of the little girl Several 
women who saw the accident fainted and 
the children screamed, attracting a crowd 


to the spot. 

When the remains were moved to Eisfeldt’s 
undertaking rooms, No. 86 Racine avenue, 
the police had not been successful in estab- 
lishing the identity of the child. Later Mrs. 
Janz of No. 207 East Chicago avenue, called 
at the police station and inquired if a little 
girl had been found. She said her sister’s 
daughter, Elsie Myers, had disappeared from 
her home and she thought the police might 
have found her. She gave a description of 
the child and of the clothes she wore. The 
police sent Mrs. Janz to Hisfeldt’s morgue. 
There she identified the body. 


Child Wanders Away from Home. 


Mrs. Myers was away from home yester- 
day afternoon and left her daughter in her 
sister’s care. The girl wandered away at 
® o'clock and that was the last Mrs. Janz 
saw of her until she found her dead at the 
morgue. 

While the remains of the dead girl were 
being removed the police tried to ascertain 
who was to blame for the accident. They 
arrested Motorman Bird and took him to 
the East Chicago Avenue Police Station, 
where he was booked on a charge of assault. 
Supt. Roach of the North Chicago Street 
railroad company signed his bond of $5,000. 

The offices of the street railway company 
are near where the accident occurred. As 
soon as the news was known there a dozen 
claim agents were at work in the crowd se- 
curing witnesses. Every witness of the ac- 
cident they found was spirited away, where 
they could not be seen. The officials of the 
company refused to speak of the case and 
pretended to know nothing of it whatever. 
Mrs. Julia Preston, No. 448 North Clark 
street, was sitting at a window in her home 
at the time and saw the girl killed. She 
said: ‘‘ Il saw the little girl come from across 
the street. She passed close to the car and 
around in front of it. She was so small the 
motorman did not see her walk in front of the 
ear. When she reached the center of the 
track I was horrified to see the car start and 
knock her down. I raised the window and 
screamed to the motormantostop. She was 
dragged beneath the car for a distance of 
forty feet. I could not look at it any longer 
and turned away.” 

John Wade, No. 381 North State street, who 
also saw the accident, said: ‘‘ I was stand- 
ing on the corner and when the car started 
I heard the girl screhm. I shouted to the 
men on the car to stop, but the motorman 
— excited and did not know what to 

o."" 

The Thirty-ninth Precinct Station patrol 
wagon was sent to the scene of the accident 
in response to a call, but in coming around 
the corner of La Sallé avenue and Division 


street it collided with a milk wagon, and one .

CENTRAL ILLINOIS TEACHERS MEET. 


Annual Address Makes a Pilea for Bet- 
ter Pay and Civil Service. 

Danville, Ill., March 27.—{Special.]—The 
twelfth annual meeting of the Central IIli- 
nois Teachers’ Association convened a two- 
days’ session at the opera-house this after- 
noon with an attendance of about 600. The 
address of welcome was delivered by E. A, 
Nye and the response was by Prof. J. H. 
Collins of Springfield, President of the asso- 
ciation. 

In his annual address the President urges 
the need of certain reforms regulating the 
number of teachers to each pupil; an in- 
crease of salaries to encourage the brightest 
ones to enter and remain in the ranks of the 
teachers; and the application of civil service 
to make the teachers secure in their position 
and free from theinfluence of politics, favor- 
itismi, and church denomination. 

Following the President's address came an 
address by E. E. White of Columbus, O., on 
“* Moral Instruction.” 

A committee was appointed to urgea large 
attendance by Illinois teachers upon the 
meeting of the national association, which 
meets at Buffalo, N. Y., in July next. 

An appropriation of 450 was made to aid 
the committee in this work. 

The eight sections attached to the asso- 
ciation held meetings and listened to the 
reading of numerous papers and discussions. 
In the evening there were addresses by FE. 
E. White on “ Isolation and Unification ”’ 
and by Prof. Arnold on * The Religion of 
Fiducation.”" Prof. Dougherty of the Peoria 
schools, President of the national associa- 
tion, spoke in advocacy of attending the 
Buffalo meeting. The University of llinois 
Glee club furnished the music. 

Ann Arbor, Mich., March 27.—[Special.}— 
The Michigan Schoolmasters’ club is in 
session here today.

time ago. 

Mrs. O’Donnell was apparently perfectly 
well yesterday. Last night about 9, after 
going to bed, she was seized with cramps 
and frothed at the mouth, and cried: “ Run 
for the doctor or I’ll die.”” Dr. Dunn, who 
was summoned by the boys, did not arrive 
until about 10 o’clock, but he did not see 
the woman. Her husband said she was 
asleep and he guessed it was only a little 
cramp. 

The doctor went away and did not return 
until 6 o’clock this morning, when he was 
told by O’Donnell he thought his wife was 
still asleep. The doctor went into Mrs. 
O’Donnell’s bedroom and found she had been 
dead several hours. The authorities were 
notified and three physicians made an au- 
topsy today, removing the stomach, kid- 
neys, heart, and other organs. They found 
some medicines in the room, but what they 
were is not known. The doctors’ analysis 
will not be finished for several days.

The State Fish Commission is in constant 
receipt of letters from dam owners through- 
out the State telling of a general system of 
blackmailing that is being practiced by a 
seemingly organized gang. The Legislature 
Of 095 passed a law requiring fishways to 
be put in all dams maintained within the 
State. A fishway is a free passway for fish. 
The law requires this fishway to be kep 
open from March 1 until June 15 in each year, 
and the penalty for failure to do so is $5 per 
day for each day in which no such fishway is 
open. The Commissioners of Fisheries are 
empowered to exempt from the operation of 
this law any dam when it is made to appear 
to them that no fishway is necessary for the 
free passageway of fish in the stream over 
whic the Fish Commissioners have 
exercised protecting jurisdiction. The 
law gives one-half the fine imposed 
to the informant, and there is no prose- 
cution requirement. This is being taken ad- 
vantage of by unscrupulous men, who make 
complaints for the revenue there is in it, or 
profess to have authority and blackmail 
dam owners by agreeing to repress informa- 
tion for a consideration.

If he does Justice Ola Severson of fhe Chi- 
cago avenue police court will not let him 
go unless he promises to be good and curb 
his unnatural desire to explore the anatomy 
of unsuspecting wayfarers. 

McKeough was on trial yesterday on the 
double charge of assault with intent to kill 
and carrying concealed weapons. Justice 
Severson discharged him, but put him under 
bonds of $600. 

The complaining witness was Lawrence 
Laughlin, No. 511 Hurof street.

McKeough was beside himself with rage 
at what he considered a gross indignity and 
left vowing vengeance. As Laughlin was 
going home on Huron street five hours later 
McKeough fired two shots at him, the bul- 
lets passing close to his head. The men 
grappled and policemen arrived and locked 
McKeough up.

HESING TAKES CENSUS. 


STATISTICS ARE COLLECTED BY 
THE LETTER CARRIERS, 


Besides Gathering Mach Information 
of Technical Value in the Postal 
Department an Approximate Esti- 
mate of the Population of Chicago 
Is Made by Direct Canvass—Rec- 
ords of Under and Over Time—Re- 
sults of Campaign of Education. 

When the Postoffice is settled in its tem- 
porary quarters next month the Superin- 
tendents of districts wil! unload upon Post- 
master Hesing’s assistants a mass of sta- 
tistics, which the letter carriers have been 
collecting during March. 

In addition to the weighing of mails, the 
gathering of all statistics in any way affect- 
ing the running of the department has been 
undertaken, and what f¢ really an approxi- 
mate census of Chicago has been completed. 
It goes under the name of “ statistical 
count.’”’ 

The carriers in each district have been re- 
quired to fill out blanks giving length of 
routes and number of daily trips, distance 
covered on foot, by cars or by bicycles, num- 
ber of houses, stores, apartments, and fac- 
tories in the district, the highest and lowest 
number of pieces of mail handled daily, 
time employed daily, anc the population of 
the district as ascertained by inquiry at 
houses, flats, offices, stures, and soon. These 
blanks will be compiled as soon as possible 
after they are turned in 

The Postoffice estimate of the population of 
Chicago for the year cnding March 81, 1895, 
was 1,760,801. In his report Postmaster Hes- 
ing calls attention to the close correspond- 
ence of his total with ccntemporaneous pop- 
ular figures. According to the estimates of 
mail matter handled during the same period, 
700,000,000 pieces went through the hands 
of Postoffice employés. 

To Improve the Service. 

The work carried on during the present 
month was the outcome of Mr. Hesing’s love 
of orderand system. It was found there was 
a dearth of accurate knowledge of the 
amount of work done by the local Postoffice 
force. Mr. Hesing at once set about using 
the brains and the shoe leather of his car- 
riers for obtaining the desired information. 
The statistics compiled by carriers a year 
ago have been found of the utmost value in 
promoting systematic work in the office. 
The Postmaster is in addition able to pro- 
duce facts and figures when legislation af- 
fecting the Chicago Pustoffice is proposed. 

Another innovation is a strict record of the 
under and over time cf the letter carriers, 
who are required by United States statute 
to work eight hours only. According to the 
new system an accurate record is kept of 
the time they are engaged in work, and in 
that manner superintendents of districts are 
enabled to lengthen or shorten the routes 
traversed and to employ carriers’ time to the 
best advantage. Additional pay is received 
by carriers for work over eight hours. By 
keeping them employed to the best ad- 
vantage superintendents are able to reduce 
bills for overtime to a minimum. 


Campaign of Education, 

About a year ago a“ campaign of educa- 
tion” was begun. A systematic effort was 
made to induce the letter-writing public to 
address letters uniformly to street and num- 
ber, as well as to “‘ Chicago.”” It has so far 
succeeded that the gain in speed in distribut- 
ing matter is said to be equal to 25 per cent. 

The ‘' Chicago Postoffice Guide,”’ issued 
quarterly by the Chicago office, is one of 
Mr. Hesing’s innovations that has been re- 
Meeived with favor by Chicago business-men, 
There are printed 5,000 at every issue for 
free distribution. All expenses are paid by 
the insertion of advertising. The pamphlet 
contains information of special value to bus- 
iness-men. It is possible from it to tell 
when a letter mailed in Chicago at a certain 
time should be received at any one of the 
600 odd free delivery offices in the United 
States and at what time a reply should be 
expected if posted at once. The wily debtor 
who promises to post a draft by return mail 
may be pinned to the wall. In fact, the 
range of uses of the guide is limited only by 
the ingenuity of its owners. 

The collection of statistics which is done 
Ly the executive (Mr. Hesing’s own depart- 
ment of the Postoffice) is likely to be some- 
what interrupted by the change from the 
present Federal building to the temporary 
offices. This month’s returns will be tabu- 
lated as soon as possible, when it will be 
known how many of the people of the United 
States Mr. Hesing’s carriers think are in 
Chicago. 


COQUARD GIVEN LEAVE TO AMEND. 


Judge Gibbons Hears Case Against the 
| Linseed Oil Trust. 

Judge Gibbons yesterday decided that Louls 
A. Coquard, the St. Louis packer, who filed 
a bill against the National Linseed Oil com- 
pany alleging mismanagement and making 
other allegations, had no standing in court 
and refused to appoint a receiver for the com- 
pany. Coquard has for several years been 
fighting the linseed oil trust in the courts. 

Judge Gibbons said the bill showed that 
Coquard became the owner of $13,000 worth 
of stock which he had bought at 46 cents on 
the dollar. He had not held the stock in his 
own name, but had placed it in the name of 
one of his clerks, with the exception of a 
small portion, and in that way avoided lia- 
bility as’ a stockholder for 54 cents on each 


share. 
This state of affairs, the court said, did not 


make Coquard a stockholder who could par- 
ticipate in the management of the affairs of 
the company or who had aright to come into 
a court of chancery and ask that the cor- 
poration be wound up. 

Coquard’s attorney was given leave to 
amend the bill in thirty days, and the order 
dismissing for want of equity was with- 
drawn, 


SUIT AGAINST THE ROCK ISLAND. 


Attorney-General Sues to Collect Al- 
leged Penalty of $5,000. 
Attorney-General Moloney has brought 
suit in the Superior Court against the Chi- 
cago and Rock Island railroad company to 
collect a penalty of $5,000 alleged to be due 
the State from the defendant for overcharges 
in freight rates. 
The Attorney-General declares that on 
Nov. 13 last the company transported for A. 
teary of Henry, Ill, to Chicago a carload of 
hogs of a total weight of 18,400 pounds. The 
car was transported from Henry to Chicago 
and delivery made at the Union Stock- Yards, 
and Reary was made to pay $27.76 for freight. 
This sum was in excess, the plaintiff de- 
clares, of the legal rate, the excess being $2. 
The statutes provide a penalty of $5,000 to 
be collected by the State in case of such vio- 
lation.

WITH UP-TO-DATE WOMEN 


CONFERENCE ON BOYS’ DORMITORY 
AT THE BRIDEWELL. 


Eight Club Women Make an Appeal to 
Council Finance Committee and 
Urge an Appropriation—They Are 
Met with Statement City’s Finances 
Will Not Warrant Expenditure— 
Visit Will Be Made to Institution 
Next Thursday Morning. 


Eight prominent Chicago club women 
were a good match in argument for eight 
members of the Council’s Finance commit- 
tee yesterday afternoon. The meeting was 
in the interest of the proposed boys’ dor- 
mitory at the bridewell. The women elo- 
quently urged an appropriation for this 
purpose, and the men fully explained a 
few facts about the depleted condition of 
Chicago’s exchequer. 

After one hour’s animated conference 
somewhat of a compromise was effected 
by the Finance comnnittee inviting their 
visitors to drive to the bridewell next 
Thursday morning to look over the ground. 
The women gladly availed themselves of 
the offer. 

The con.nittee of women represented the 
Federated clubs of the city, and had as 
Chairman the President of the General 
Federation of Woman’s Clubs. The other 
members of the committee were: 

Mrs. Lydia A. Coonley, Mrs. Frederick Bageley, 

Mrs. G. Higginson Jr., Mrs. William Conger, 
Mrs, Frank Gilbert, Mrs. James Eagle. 

Mrs. John Worthy, 

The leader of the women assured the F'i- 
nance committee that the financial situation 
was thoroughly appreciated, but they 
wished their codJperation to devise ways and 
means for securing the necessary funds. 

Chairman Madden of the Finance commit- 
tee declared there was no doubt as to the 
need, but he could not see how the money 
could be procured. He reiterated. a sugges- 
tion previously made to a woman’s commit- 
tee that the John Worthy Training School 
might be so enlarged as to serve as a dormi- 
tory. 

This suggestion was strenuously objected 
to by several of the women on the ground 
that unless the building were large enough 
to allow the separation of the boys one of 
the much-needed reforms would be entirely 
overlooked. 

Various phases of the problem were 
argued pro and con. Finally one of the 
women said it had been proposed as feasible 
that the necessary funds might be advanced 
by interested citigens as a loan to the city. 
One of the men rather forcibly reminded the 
women that since they represented 20,000 
club women in Chicago the amount could be 
raised by each one securing $5. 

The President of the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs responded in an animated 
tone that the care and custody of criminal 
boys belonged to the city. 

**I believe in putting the responsibility 
where it belongs,’’ she added, ‘‘ and I would 
absolutely have nothing to do with such a 
scheme.”’ 

As the women took their departure Mr. 
Madden fired a parting compliment about 
‘**women making sunshine.’ But the wom- 
en looked as though they heartily wished 
the men would make some money and give 
a portion of it to the care of youthful crim- 
inals in this city.

LISTEN TO PROF. DYER’S LECTURE. 


He Takes for His Subject “ Homer's 
Idea of Nature.” 

Prof. Louis Dyer’s lecture on ‘“*‘ Homer’s 
Idea of Nature ” drew together a representa- 
tive audience of North Side society and lit- 
erary people at Mrs. Henry W. King’s on 
Thursday afternoon. 

Prof. Dyer showed that most of the actions 
both in the “ Iliad "' and the “* Odyssey " took 
place in the open air, and that Homer's 
heroes are governed by the gods—essentially 
gods of nature, like the cloud-compelling 
Zeus. 

“In contrast with the general out-of-door 
atmosphere of the two great epics,” he said, 
“ stands the climax of the ‘ Odyssey '"—the 
slaughter of the innocents. Here the horror 
is heightened by the fact that the catastro- 
phe takes place within Odysseus’ mansion, 
when the suitors go down to Erebus. 

“The Homeric heroes are not se ted 
from Nature, but are identified with it, as 
often in modern art the human figure is made 
@ part of thelandscape. Yet in painting this 
identification of man with nature diminishes 
the significance of personality, while in 
Homer the individuality of his heroes is ac- 
centuated by the natural forces which fur- 
nish the supernatural element in his poems.”’

CYCLE BUGGY INVADES CHICAGO. 


De Reszkes Order New Vehicles for 
Their Poland Estate. 

The bicycle buggy has at length invaded 
Chicago. Yesterday a trim-built light road 
wagon, fitted with steel-spoked wheels and 
pneumatic tires, was driven down Dearborn 
street attached to a handsome bay pacer, 
and slid along over the rough cobblestones 
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W. R. Crawford, will be built by the Racine 
Boat Manufacturing company from the de- 
sign of Joseph I. Myer, and, like the Vence- 
dor and Siren, will be a fin-keel. It will be 
65 feet over all, 44-foot water line, and 12- 
foot beam. The draft of hull proper will 
be 2% feet, and including the fin 8% feet. It 
will carry seven tons of lead on its fin. Its 
frames will be of oak, and spaced 14 inches. 
Its guardboards and planksheer will also 
be of oak, and it will be planked with 1\- 
inch cedar. It will be diagonally steel 
strapped, and will be flush decked with the 
exception of a twelve-foot trunk. It will 
be different from the typical fin-keel inas- 
much as it will depart from the regulation 
cigar-shaped hull, and, instead of having a 
flat floor, will have quite a little dead-rise 
with an easy bilge and side. It will spread 
1,900 yards of canvas in working sails be- 
sides its racing kites. 


Much Rivalry Between the Boats, 


That there will be quite a rivalry between 
the three boas built by the Racine firm is 
evident from the secrecy with which the 
Vencedor is being constructed. This boat 
is now in frame, and when a party visited 
the shop recently to see the Siren they 


.found the Vencedor conveniently covered 


with a burlap, hiding its outline from view, 
although it could be seen the Vencedor was 
in frame and ready for planking. It will 
be let stand in frame some time, to allow 
the timbers to become thoroughly seasoned 
before planking. The Siren, which, by the 
way, is open to spectators, will be planked 
this week, and will be the first of the three 
completed. As it was also designed by Mr. 
Myer it will be very similar to the Crawford 
boat, though a trifle smaller. The latter 
will have the largest sailing measurement 
of the three boats, with the Vencedor next, 
and the Siren the smallest,°unless the lat- 
ter’s owners give it a larger sail area than 
now planned for. The Crawford boat is to 
be delivered by June 10, so will be ready in 
good season for the early regattas. 

Joseph I. Myer, who has come so prom- 
inently to the front as the designer of the 
Siren and Mr. Crawford’s new boat, was 
born in Wayne County, Ind., in 1859, and 
came to Chicago in 1866. He became in- 
terested in yachting about 1881, and has 
studied from the ideas of all our famous 
yacht draftsmen. Beyond several canoes 
and small boats these are his first designs 
to obtain prominence. In addition to the 
two large yachts building ‘in Racine he has 
two smaller boats built this winter from 
his plans, one for C. D. Peacock Jr., to be 
taken to Fox Lake, and the other for John 
Keogh, to hail from Jackson Park. Mr. 
Myer has been for twelve years a member 
of the Open Board of Trade, and is con- 
nected with the firm of W. H. Jennings & 
Co. 

Crusader to Be Rehauled. 

The schooner yacht Crusader will undergo 
extensive repairs this spring, and when it 
goes into commission it will be as an aux- 
iliary, the only one owned in Chicago, if not 
on Lake Michigan. Its center board will be 
taken out, and the boat fitted with a two-foot 
keel to aid it in holding to windward. It 
will then be fitted with a gasoline engine of 
sufficient horse-power to drive it at a speed 
of five miles an hour. This engine, which 
will be only three feet long and thirty inches 
wide, will be placed amidships, and just 
forward of the cabin, and, when not in use, 
will be under cover and usedasatable. The 
Crusader will have a two-bladed screw which 
will offer no resistance to the water when 
not in motion, but will lie close to the stern- 
post and perpendicular to it. Taking out 
the center board box will Ag larger cabin 
room, and when becalmed its owner can 
take in canvas, start the engine, and steam 
into port while the baiance of the fleet is 


lying motionless outside.

TO STRENGTHEN NATIONAL BANKS. 


Increase in Circulation Will Benefit 
the National Credit. | 
Washington, D. C., March 27.—[(Special.]— 
There is to be a strong effort made in the 
House to securé legislation to strengthen the 
national bank system for the express pur-- 


The measure which will receive particular 
attention is that drawn up by Representa- 
tive Johnson of Indiana permitting national 


par value of the bonds deposited as security. 
This scheme is a part of the origina! financial 
plan adopted by the Ways and Means com- 
mittee in response to the President's mes- 
last December. 

Under existing laws national banks can 
issue circulation only to the amount of 90 per 
cent of the par value of their bonds. Fig- 
ures obtained at the Treasury show that on 
Wednesday of last week there were deposit- 
ed to secure circulation bonds amounting to 
$220,449,800, on which the circulation possi- 
bie under existing laws was $198,104,820. 
Under the proposed law permitting an in- 
crease up to the par value of the bonds there 
could be an added circulation without addi- 
tional deposits amounting tb $22,044,980.

“ The Secretary of the Treasury, the Super- 
vising Architect, and the architect of the 
building shall receive proposals for the work 
and award contracts.

As the bill now stands the President of 
the United States is authorized to appoint 
a commission on public architecture con- 
sisting of three architects of scientific and 
artistic attainments, one civil engineer of 
practical experience, and one officer of the 
Engineer Corps of thearmy. The Secretary 
of the Treasury is to be President ef the 
commission ex officio, and the Supervising. 
Architect of the Treasury a member of the 
commission and Secretary ex officio. 


SALARIES FOR COURT OFFICIALS. 


Bill Passes the Senate and Will Go to 
Conference, 

Washington, D. C., March 27.—[Special.]— 
When the Senate passed the legislative ap- 
propriation bill teday it confirmed the sweep- 
ing reform in practice in the Federal courts 
which was set afoot by the House of Repre- 
sentatives. The bill provides that here- 
after all United States Marshals and Dis- 
trict-Attorneys shall be paid fixed salaries 
instead of fees. 

During the debates in Congress the fact 
was brought out clearly that the District- 
Attorneys and Marshals in the great major- 
ity of judicial districts of the country were 
in the habit of fomenting litigation for the 
express purpose of getting their fees up to 
the statutory limit. ® 

In the large cities the District-Attorncy 
generally earns the full amount without re- 
sorting to any trickery, but in the smaller 
States it is a frequent thing for that official 
to go traveling all over the district piling up 
charges for mileage to assist in the prosecu- 
tion of petty internal revenue and postoffice 
cases, 
cured as a rider to the legislative appropria- 
tion bill, and it affects every District-Attor- 
ney and Marshal in the United States. 

The bill now having passed the Senate, the 
reform is practically accomplished, al- 
though there will be some difference of opin- 
ion between the two Houses on the rate of 
salary fixed. The Senate generally in- 
creased the figures made by the House, but 
the chances are that when the matter gets 
into conference the lower salaries will be re- 
tained except in a few instances. 

The House fixed the salary for the Marshal 
and District-Attorney for the Northern Dis- 
trict of Illinois at $5,000, and for the Southern 
District at $4,500. The Senate increased 
If any increases at 
all are retained when the bill comes out of 
conference that for the Chicago officials 
will probably be among the number, but the 
figures agreed upon in the House are more 
likely to remain in the law as it is finally 
enacted.

CLEVELAND HARBOR IMPROVEMENT 


Army Engineer in Charge Suggests 
That Repairs Are Needed. 


Washington, D. C., March 27.—[Special.]— 
Harbor improvements in Cleveland, O., were 
discussed in a communication sent the Cap- 
itol by the Secretary of War today and it 
was impressed upon Congress that there was 
an urgent necessity for prompt action in 
remedying existing evils interfering with 
navigation. Attention was invited to the re- 
port of the army engineer in charge of this 
harbor wherein it is set forth: 

“Piers at the mouth of the river were 
completed before the breakwater was com-' 
menced and they are now in bad condition, 
both above and below the surface of the 
lake. A project for rebuilding the east pier 
was submitted to the Chief of Engineers 
and 322 linear feet of that pier outside of the 
harbor line will be completed with funds 
now available. When the east pler has been 
rebuilt a length of 322 feet the remainder 
ehould be removed. West plier is now ina 
condition of positive ruin. Originally that 
pier was made of rows of piles secured by 
walling and capping pieces and the interven- 
ing space filled with stone. This work above 
water went to decay and below water it be- 
came aruin. No satisfactory repairs can be 
made to this pier; the only alternative is to 
construct an entirely new pier. 

“ Vessels carrying immense tonnage pass 
in and out between the two piers and nearly 
all of them pass through the single draw 
span of the railroad bridge, where the clear 
width is but 130 feet. When the west pier is 
rebuilt it should be on a line parallel to the 
east pier. Renewing the east pier, widen- 
ing the channel, and contingencies will cost 

260,000, and the west breakwater and con- 

ingencies $600,000.’’ 


HILL AND ELKINS IN CONTROVERSY. 


Senate Passes the Executive, Legisia- 
tive, and Judicial Appropriations. 
Washington, D. C., March 27.—The Senate 
indulged in an acrimonious political debate 
today which developed much personal and 
party feeling, and brought on two sharp per- 
sonal exchanges between Mr. Hill and Mr. 
Elkins, and between Mr. Brice and Mr. 
Elkins. The controversy arose over Mr. Hill's 
motion to strike from the pending appropri- 
ation bill the proposed change of the date of 
assembling the New Mexico Legislature 
from December to May. 
Mr. Hill bitterly denounced the change asa 
“ political trick,’’ which had been “ sneaked 
into’ this appropriation bill in order, as he 
claimed, to postpone the meeting of the 
Democratic Legislature in the hope that a 
Republican President would be elected and 
the political control of the Territory changed.

WORSE IN SOME RESPECTS AND BET- 
TER IN OTHERS,

Some Large Failures Have Caused Ap- 
prehension Among Bankers—Labor 
Troubles Interrupt the Clothing 
Business—Exports from New York 
Show un Increase Over Last Year, 
While Imports Fall 0f—W heat Has 
Gained a Point. 

New York, March 27.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade, which issues to- 
morrow, Will say: 

No important change has occurred in the 
general condition of business during the 
week, and if trades in some respects look 
worse, in other respects they look better. 
Some failures of magnitude have occurred, 
which caused much apprehension and un- 
willingness to lend among bankers, and there 
have been somewhat less favorable features 
in the dry goods market, but in iren and steel 
conditions are slightly improved, and in 
boots and shoes considerably more hope is 
felt. The labor controversies, mainly in the 
clothing trade, still cause much interrup- 
tion of that business. 

Foreign trade is a little more satisfactory, 
exports from New York for three weeks 
showing an increase over last year of 6 per 
cent, while imports have shown nearly the 
Same rate of decrease, and there are not 
wanting signs that the domestic markets 
have been somewhat overloaded with many 
kinds of foreign goods. In general, the 
course of domestic prices tends to favor the 
marketing of staples abroad. 

Wheat has gained about a point, but corn 
and cotton remain unchanged. Receipts of 


wheat at Western ports continue surpris- 
ingly large for a most unfavorable season 
and make it hard to believe that the crop of 
1895 was as small as estimates represent it, 
for such receipts amounted during the last 
week to 2,901,724 bushels, against 1,849,432 
last year, and for four weeks of March have 
been 11,884,205 bushels, against 7,474,361 last 


year. 

There has been a slight Increase in Atlantic 
exports this week, but in four weeks ex- 
ports, flour included, were 5,488,119 bushels, 
against 6,488,109 last year. Cotton had a 
lively rise, with the covering of short sell- 
ers, but began to decline again a week ago 
and has been lagging ever since. The re- 
ceipts from plantations continue quite as 
large as in the same weeks of the last short 


‘crop year and stocks in sight, with the 


quantities known to be held by European 
and American mills, make up an ample sup- 
ply for the rest of the crop year. 

In the dry goods market the latest indica- 
tions do not warrant expectations that the 
mills will continue full production through- 
out the season. The demand for woolen 
dress goods is the best feature of the woolen 
market, and there is about as much difficulty 
as at any time in men’s wear departments, 
the operations of clothiers being hindered, 
not only by the prevalent strikes, but by 
slackness of immediate demand. The sales 
of wool have fallen to less than half a week’s 
full consumption. A striking feature this 
week has been a sale of 350,000 pounds of 
American wool for shipment to England. 

The iron and steel markets have disclosed 
a similar feature, for a little Alabama pig 
has been sold for export by the Sloss com- 
pany, though few imagine that much busi- 
ness of that sort is possible. The combina- 
tion of lake ore producers has at last an- 
nounced its prices for the coming season: 
$4 for first-class Bessemer, $3.40 to $3.75 for 
Mesaba, and $3 for non-Bessemer ores, and 
it is calculated that with coke at $2 per ton 
Bessemer pig can be produced at about $12.2! 
at Pittsburg, which is now the current price 
there. But the slow marketing of finished 

roducts is stillthe maintrouble. There has 

een a little more activity this week and the 
Carnegie works have sold 10,000 steel rails 
to Japan,thus scoring a noteworthy success, 
but in the main the market is as inactive 
and insufficient as it has been. 

A heavy failure in Texas will also swell 
the aggregate of returns for the last week, 
which includes 259 in the United States, 
against 234 last year, and 39 in Canada, 
against 42 last year. 


CAUSES BETTER FEELING IN TRADE. 


Favorable Weather Encourages the 
Merchants of the Country. 

New York, March 27.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

“The week has brought more favorable 
weather, which tends to create a better 
feeling. But trade, except at Baltimore, 
Minneapolis, St. Paul, and Chicago, and to 
a moderate degree at other points, remains 
dull and unsatisfactory. The most encour- 
aging feature is the advance in prices of 
wheat, Indian corn, and Bessemer pig iron, 
the latter being, based on thea higher value 
placed on lake ores. While there have been 
larger sales of dry goods, shoes, hardware, 
iron, and leather at Chicago, business in 
other lines continues slow. Thecheck in de- 
mand for groceries and provisions at the 
South is due to Southern planters having 
raised larger food crops this year. Sa 
Francisco’s exports to Asia have fallen off, 
but those to Mexico and Central America 
are the heaviest on record. Portland, Ore., 
is sending large quantities of lumber to the 
west coast of South America, and Tacoma 
cotton cloth, flour, and lumber to trans- 
Pacific markets. 

“One of the most unpleasant features is 
lack of improvement in mercantile collec- 
tions. This,with commercial calm at many of 
the more important trading centers, points 
to some of the effects of the prolonged period 
of withdrawal of capital from enterprises 
in the United States and to the unwillingness 
of accumulated domestic capital to seek new 
ventures at present. Exports of wheat 
(fiour included as wheat) from both coasts 
of the United States this week are only 
slightly heavier than last week and far be- 
low the usual weekly average—amounting 
to 1,744,000 bushels, compared with 1,592,000 
bushels in the previous week. One year ago 
the corresponding weekly aggregate was 
2,262,000 bushels, two years ago it was 2,966, - 
ovo bushels, three years ago 2,875,000 bush- 
els, and in the corresponding week of 1892 
it was 2,597,000 bushels. 

“Only 276 business failures are reported 
in the United States, compared with 300 last 
week, but an unusually large proportion of 
them are comparatively heavily capitalized 
concerns. 

“ There are forty-four business falflures re- 
ported from the Canad dominion, com- 
pared with forty last week, forty-nine in the 
week a year ago, and twenty-seven in the 
fourth week of March, 1894.” 


Is AT LOW EBB. 


SPECULATION

Inhabitants of West Chicago Talking 
About “Pay Dirt” and “ Color.” 
The Town of West Chicago, thirty miles 
out on the Northwestern road, is all agog 
over a “find” of silver, made by men who 
were drilling for an artesian well. The find- 
ers carried the bit of ore directly to the bank 


. of C. E. Smiley, where the usual tests for sil- 


ver were applied, and the sprinklings of 
metal were declared genuine. 

Yesterday the surface of the ground was 
scraped over, dug up and searched thor- 
oughly by small boys with visions of sudden 
fortune, and their labors unearthed further 
pieces of silver, and led to a declaration by 
the townspeople that a “ pocket ” existed. 

The lot on which the drilling is being done 
belongs to the city, and is a short way from 
the business center of the town and directly 
along the line of the railroad. The well will 
be used for town water-works. Ald. Carr, 
in his official capacity, spends much of his 
time watching the proceedings. On Thurs- 
day the hole was down 850 feet. Ald. Carr 
picked up a handful of the sand that had 
just been emptied from the bucket to see 
A sparkling, ‘‘as of a dia- 
mond,” he said, caught his eye, and he 
picked out a piece of ore, about an inch in 
circumference. He took it to the bank, 
where the banker’s son, Claude Smiley, 
tested it with a compound he used on silver 
coins. When it was applied the result proved 


i to Mr. Smiley’s satisfaction the metal was 


silver. It was placed on exhibition in the 
bank, but an inquisitive townsman, who 
had heard of the trophy, carried it off. 

Ald. Carr has samples of the various kinds 
of stone which have been turned out in the 
drilling process, and he inspected them 
closely, with the result that he found minute 
particles of the same metal which had been 
declared silver. 

Work on the well was suspended yester- 
day, so the alleged ‘*‘ pocket’’ was not ex- 
plored further. 

“The liquid that my son used,”’ said Mr. 
Smiley, ‘“‘turns all base metals black, but 
this piece it did not affect at all. The metal 
has the appearance of regular silver 
quartz.”’

TURN THE LUNATICS LOOSE HERE. 


Startling Story of Action Said to Have 
Been Taken by Iowans. 

According to a story told by James T.’ 
Turner yesterday morning to a number of 
County Commissioriers at the County Board 
room, a dozen lunatics were brought from 
the insane asylum at Clarinda, Ia., and left 
in Chicago and its suburbs yesterday by the 
authorities from the Jowa town. Turner 
Says the present instance is not the first of 
its character of which he has known since 
he was confined in the asylum at Clarinda a 
little over a year ago. He declared that 
upon two or three occasions the practice of 
Geporting patients from the institution when 
the latter had been overcrowded has been 
indulged in, and that he and the other 
patients who accompanied him on the pres- 
ent expedition were threatened with death 
if they exposed the Iowa officials. 

According to the story Turner and eleven 
companions were conveyed on Thursday 
evening shortly after 5 o’clock to the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy raltlroad sta- 
tion at Clarinda, in company with two at- 
tendants named Peterson and Johnson, and 
Assistant Superintendent Applegate. They 
rode all night, Applegate and Turner occu- 


year and a half the company has been at 
work maturing its plans and securing a 
right of way, and now, it is said, matters are 
in shape to warrant active steps in carrying 
out the project.

Double-Track Road. 


The road from Chicago to Wilmot will be 
double-tracked. Whether it will be single 
or double from that point on has not been 
determined. Wherever the company 
wishes to go it proposes to buy 
its right of way—a  100-foot strip. 
Within the city limits it is the inten- 
tion to build am elevated structure of the 
most improved pattern. The rest of the way 
will be a surface trolley line. The trains 
will be similar to those now in use on the 
Metropolitan road, but will be equipped with 
a double attachment, one for the third-rail 
system of the elevated portion of the line, 
and the arm commonly in use for the over- 
head wire. The power-houses will be twen- 
ty miles apart, and the engineers of the 
company have figured that with the equip- 
ment contemplated there will be no trouble 
in maintairing a speed of a mile a minute.

It is said there is no intention of connect- 
ing with any of the existing elevated lines, 
as one of the most essential features of the 
new road is the carrying of freight, which is 
not permitted by the franchises of the roads 
now in operation: The company wants its 
own right of way to the heart of the city, 
and its officers say they are determined to 
keep at work till they get it. 

The entire line will be 225 miles in length. 
There will be seven miles of elevated double 
track from the heart of the city to the limits, 
which it is expected will cost $4,900,000, and 
218 miles of surface road which will cost 
$3,488,000. The complete equipment is put 
at $1,250,000, making the entire system cost 
$9,638,000. The necessary money, it ts said, 
is assured. The officers of the company de- 
clare capitalists have taken or have pledged 
themselves to take the greater part of the 
stock, making it possible to complete the 
line as fast as it is desired.

Chicago Ministers Question the Verac- 
ity ofa Story from Kansas. 

Bishop Edward G. Andrews’ reported dec- 
laration to the Southwest Kansas Methodist 
Episcopal conference meeting in Wichita 
that a minister shauld not meddle with the 
temperance question caused almost as great 
a sensation in Chicago yesterday as it is 
said to have done in Kansas. Prominent 
Methodists said they believed there was 
— mistake. The Rev. Charles M. Stuart 


d: 

“I do nof believe Bishop Andrews said 
anything like that. I know his personal 
opinion is that the liquor traffic is a deadly 
enemy of the church and of morality, and 
it should be fought by all fair means.” 

The Rev. A. C. Hirst, pastor of the Cen- 
tenary Methodist Church, expressed himself 
in a somewhat similar strain. a 

“I cannot credit the report,” he said. 
“The action of the general conference on 
the temperance question has been so con- 
sistent, so decisive, so strongly raised, it is 
hard to believe one of the Bishops would 
place himself publicly in opposition. There 
is no difference of opinion in the church on 
this question. The ministers of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church not only believe in 
temperance, they believe in advocating 
temperance. They do ‘so in the pulpit, in 
the lecture-room, and w occasion de- 
mands in other places.” 

The Rev. W. M. Lawrence, pastor of the 
Second Baptist Church, said he supposed 
Bishop Andrews owas criticising the 
‘tendency of many Methodists to mix re- 
ligion and politics.”’ 

‘“*‘Now I believe in temperance, for tem- 
perance is morality,” said he, “ but I be- 
lieve above all things le should go to 
church to worship . The singing, the. 
sermon, the Bible reading should all be as 
much acts of devotion as the prayer. I 
think a minister should preach temperance, 
and I do so. 

‘* However, when it comes to supporting 
a prohibition party or movement I demur, 
I po not believe in prohibition in any form, 
You may place a thief in this room and take 
everything movable out, but that would 
not be reforming him, for he would still be 
a thief in his heart. if you take alcohol 
from a man you do not reform him. The 
way to teach morality is to address the 
heart nee Sneenen and not to curtail 
personal rty.” 

The Rev. J. W. Harris is another Baptist 
in favor of preaching temperance, but not 
politics. However, he is a pro_.-bitionist.

It does for Jap- 
anese literature what Dr. Griffis has done 
for Japanese religions. In chronological or- 
der it presents a spirited anthology of the 
myths, poems, as, and novels of Ja 
anese writers from the prehistoric legends 
of the sun dance to the latest era of awaken- 
ing that has followed the fall of feudalism 
in 1867.

TRADE IN TWO STOCKS. 


AND BISCUIT MONOPOLIZE 
THE LOCAL TRADING. 


MATCH 


Further Advances Shown in the Two 
Securities—William H. Moore Talks 
of the Two Companies—Predicts a 
Good Future for Each-—Extension 
Bondholders’ Committee Meets, but 
Gives No Information—More Talk 
of Gas Dividends. : 

Diamond Match and New York Biscuit 
monopolized the local Stock Exchange again 
yesterday. There were total sales of more 
than 3,300 shares of Match and of more than 
656,000 shares of Biscuit, and each stock 
touched the highest point it has touched 
since the recent activity began. Diamond 
Match or ned at 150 regular and first ac- 
count an& 151% second account. It sold up 
to 151% second account and 150% regular and 
first account. New York Biscuit opened at 
91 regular, 9114 account, and 92 secend ac- 
count. It sold up to 98% second account, 
closing at 92%. It should be remembered in 
making comparisons of New York Biscuit 
at the present time with sales of last week 
that all sales are now madé ex dividend. 
The books have closed for the payment of 
dividends on New York Biscuit and this divi- 
dend will be 1% per cent, or equal to 1\% points 
on the stock. This makes yesterday's quo- 
tations equal to 94% in the second account 
and to $4 first account. 

W. H. Moore, President of the New York 
Biscuit company and the organizer of the 
Diamond Match company, talks hopefully 
of the future of these two properties. He 

’said yesterday New York Biscuit had showed 
a large increase in sales and a consequent 
increase in profits. During January and 
February the New York Biscuit company 
used 6,000 bris of flour in excess of the 
amount used in the corresponding months 
of 1895. For the month of March the in- 
crease will be largely in excess of this, 
though the exact figures have not been given 
out and cannot be until the month is ended. 
Mr. Moore reiterated yesterday statements 
he has been credited with regarding the pur- 
chase of the Mason bakery in Baltimore. 
An arrangement has been made whereby the 
company will pay for this property out of the 
earnings of the property. No new stock 
issue will be made and no additional stock 
or bonds will be put out. 


Bright Predictions for Diamond Match 
As to the Diamond Match company Mr. 


Moore had even more hopeful views. He 


said he expected to see Diamond Match gell 
on a 5 per cent basis figured on its dividend 
paying abilities. This would mean 200 for 
Diamond Match or an increase of neariy 
&) points from present quotations. If Mr. 
Moore's predictions should prove true it 
would show an advance of 85 points from the 
lowest quotations during the panic when 
some 300 shares were sold at 115. 

Nothing further has been done in the way 
of making a contract with the Italian Gov- 
ernment for the use of the machines con- 
trolled by the Diamond Match company. 
President Barber is now in Europe, and ne- 
gotiations are still under way. The pros- 
pects of the Liverpool factory are consid- 
ered bright. The company has made 18 per 
cent upon its investment in the old match 
factory purchased in Liverpool, and if it can 
do this well on the workings of antiquated 
machinery it is believed it can do very much 
better when the new factory, equipped with 
modern machinery, is put in operation. 
There is without doubt some plan under 
consideration for a combination between 
the Diamond Match company and Bryant 
& May regarding the making of matches 
in that country. The Liverpool factory 
will stand alone as the first in Europe to be 
equipped with labor-saving machinery. An 
active fight will be made for securing con- 
trol of the trade, and it is said that fearing 
this Bryant & May will be willing to enter 
into trade arrangements respecting Great 
Britain. 

Mr. Moore said the cost of labor in the 
manufacture of matches had been reduced 
from 27c a gross, the cost at the time the 
Diamond Match company went imto the 
field, to 4c under the present methods. The 
new factories which are equipped with mod- 
ern machinery effect a saving of one-third 
In the total cost of production. Factories 
in Oswego, N. Y., and Barberton, O., have 
been equipped with the new machines which 
take a block of wood, a little composition 
and pasteboard,and from them turn out com- 
pleted matches done up in gross packages. 
On this saving alone the company could 
more than earn all dividends. 


No Move in Alley “L” Matters. 


The Extension Bondholders’ committee of 
the Alley ‘‘L”’ held another meeting yes- 
terday afternoon to discuss terms of re- 
organization. It was announced before the 
meeting no information would be given 
to the public. The holders of the extension 
bonds will seek to get all they can in the 
reorganization, and it looks now asif they 
might get more than has yet been offered. 
Extension bondholders argue to first mort- 
gage bondholders that the issuance of pre- 
ferred stock to make up the amount scaled 
on their bonds would cut no figure with 
first mortgage bondholders. Their bonds 
would be the first to be taken care of,and the 
holders of preferred stock would get noth- 
ing until ail interest charges would be paid. 
This is true, and it is so admitted by first 
mortgage bondholders. They object to the 
issuing of this preferred stock, however, on 
the ground that it would so inflate the se- 
curities standing against the Alley Elevated 
that there might be some difficulty experi- 
enced in getting the assessment on the com- 
mon stock underwritten. The fact must 
not be lost sight of that it will be necessary 
to expend close to $2,000,000 in building ex- 
tensions and in changing the road to an 
electric line. This money must come from 
somewhere, and the people who are most 
likely to furnish it are the stockholders. 
If they put up $25 a share in the shape of 
an assessment of their stock holdings they 
want to be assured interest on bonds and 
dividends on preferred stock can be paid 
from the earnings of the company. Unless 
the present bonded indebtedness is largely 
decreased or receipts largely increased the 
company cannot pay the full amount of in- 
terest on bonds, let alone taking care of pre- 
ferred stock. At the present time, with the 
operating expenses largely in excess of what 
they would be with electricity as a motive 
power, the road is earning about 2 per cent 
upon its outstanding bond issues. 

The old story about resuming dividends 
on gas stock was revived yesterday, and it 
had the result of strengthening quotations 
on Chicago Gas. Officers of the company 
are more hopeful of settling the existing 
legal difficulties and getting the company 
once more in position where it can use sur- 
plus profits towards the payment of stock 
dividends. 

Local Market Is Narrow. 


The local market yesterday was inactive, 
save for the heavy trading in Match and 
Biscuit. West Chicago sold at 102% regular 
and 103% second account at the opening. 
Prices were practically maintained at the 
figures though but few deals were made. 
North Chicago was weak, selling off at 244 
and recovering to 245 regular and selling at 
247 second account. Lake Street maintained 
quotations of the previous day.

IN THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET. 


Quotations on Stocks'and Cash in Wall 
Street. 


NEW YORK, March 27.—The all important topic 
in financial circles today was a further advance 
in the rates of sterling exchange to within % per 
cent of the figure at which it Is estimated gold could 
be exported without loss. The probability of gold 
exports within the next two weeks in default of 
a change in the financial situation was pointed 
out yesterday in these dispatches. Authorities 
on exchange declare that at 489 for sight drafts 
the yellow metal can be shipped. 

The market closed for the week at 488% for de- 
mand and 489 for cables. While the Treasury 
gold reserve now stands at the substantia! total 
of $128,243.589, it is obvious that a fairly consid- 
erable amount could be shipped without reasonable 
cause for alarm. It is nevertheless true that the 
sentimental effect of a recurrence of the outflow 
might have serious results not only on the oe am 
of railway securities, but in other directi 
Foreign investors are keenly alive to the situatio 
and especially as they have learned that the 
Treasury Department at Washington is solicitous 
to the extent that it contemplates as remedial 
measures to any further strengthening of the ex- 
change market either another call on the bank 
depositories for a part of their holdings of govern- 
ment gold or another increase in the premium on 
cold bars. 

London was a seller of American securities both 
in its own and in this market today, on the con- 
siderations noted. Gomiharaine anxiety is felt in 
mercantile circles, as it is appreciated that further 
contraction of the market for commercial paper 
incidental to. the manipulation of the money mar- 
ket by the Treasury Department might have un- 
fortunate results. he stock market displayed a 
moderate increase in business, with the dealings 
in American Tobacco and Sugar Refining altogether 
disproportionate to the transactions in the other 
shares. The first mentioned figured for 51,900 
shares out of an aggregate of 135,300 shares. All 
or the gossip regarding the proverty is of a char- 
acter calculated to depress the price aside from the 
expectation in some circles of the declaration of a 
dividend on Wednesday next. But steady but quiet 
buying of large amounts has been the feature of 
the market for some time past. here has also 
been a considerable amount of stock covered by 
shorts. The stock displayed some. heaviness at the 
outset, but the final price records a net improve- 
ment of 2% per cent. "Raltimore and Ohio attained 
some prominence in the late trading by a jump of 
1% per cent on increased dealings. 

The general market presented but few features 
of interest. The opening was weak and lower on 
the foreign selling previously noted. Business was 
quite moderate and fractional losses occurred in 
nearly all of the heneing shares. In the interna- 
tionais Louisville and ashville gave way an ex- 
ceptional % per cent. Sugar also lacked support 
and lost a point. The activity soon subsided and 
ae slight rally in prices was succeeded by a fairly 
steacy tone. In the final hour fractional gains 
were general. Sugar recovered most of the early 
loss. The net changes were general slight declines. 

Dullness was about the only feature of the rail- 
way bond market.

Tue proposal to increase the pay of the 
letter-carriers in cities of more than 75,000 
population to $1,200 a year should be passed 
promptly by Congress. The committee has 
reported favorably on the bill and it is in- 
sured of hearty public indorsement. No men 
in the public service work harder or more 
faithfully than the average letter-carrier. 
A high order of general intelligence is re- 
quired of the men who obtain the positions, 
and the general verdict is one distinctly in 
praise of this branch of the government 
service. The chief obstacle in the past to 
the best results has come from the desire of 
the men to seck other positions to better 
themselves. The hard work and small pay 
have been the cause of this form of discon- 
tent, and the committee wisely prophesies 
that the increase will tend to make the 
service more stable. The benefits intended 
to be derived from the civil service would be 
realized to a greater extent and greater 
efficiency would follow as a natural result. 

The report adds another justification for 
the increase by the statement that the free 
delivery system now is a source of large 
income to the government and would be 
more than self-sustaining if the bill should 
become a law. Moreover, it would be a fit- 


CERTAIN MANUFACTURERS ARE 
FOR FREE COINAGE. 

Those Philadelphia manufacturers who 
held a conference with the five 16 to 1 rene- 
gade Republican Senators, and said they 
were ready to pay the price of free coinage 
for prohibitory protection, could not have 
been willing to consent to a depreciation of 
the currency which would be so injurious 
to the country at large unless, like the silver 
mine owners, they fancied they saw some 
special benefit which would accrue to them- 
selves. 

Their underlying thought must have been 
that in the event of the slump to a silver 
standard, and the substitution of 50-cent 
dollars for 100-cent ones, they would be 
able to pay the wages of their workmen and 
clerks in cheap money, thus diminishing 
the cost of production of their goods, while 
ultra protection would enable them to exact 
their own price for their géods. 

This meanly selfish motive must have in- 
duced these unprincipled manufacturers to 
promise codperation with the representa- 
tives of the silver mine owners in degrading 
the currency of the country. These manmn- 
facturers have heard a good deal of late 
about the very low, starvation wages which 
are paid in silver standard countries. They 
have been told of the trifling wages received 
by Japanese employés and the. low cost of 
manufacture of the goods they turn out, 
and they have been informed that one great 
reason why wages are so low is that they 
are paid in silver at its bullion value. 

Thes@ manufacturers would not be so 
anxious to get extremely high protection if 
they could get cheap money to pay their 
hands in. They would not have such need 
of the former to enable them to make ex- 
cessive profits. If the mill bosses of Penn- 
sylvania and New. England were allowed 
to pay their workmen in money which was 
depreciated 50 per cent, what would be- 
come of that advantage whicha lower wage

It is not at all surprising that 3,000 sus-

STATE UNIVERSITY TRUSTEES INDICTED. 

The grand jury of Champaign County has 
distinguished itself by indicting Gov. Alt- 
geld and the ten other members of the 
Board of Trustees 6f the University of 
Illinois, among them being the State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction and Mrs. 
Flower of this city. These individuals, on 
whom warrants will be served soon sum- 
moning them to appear in court, are charged 
with neglecting to obey a law passed at the 
last session relative to hoisting the United 
States flag over schoolhouses and other pub- 
lic buildings. 

That curious statute which Gov. Altgeld 
allowed to become a law says that a na- 
tional flag must be kept floating from a flag- 
staff “on the top of all public  school- 
houses, college buildings, and all buildings 
used for educational purposes ” whenever 
they are in session. A neglect or refusal to 
obey the law is made a misdemeanor pun- 
ishable by a fine of not less than three nor 
more than ten dollars for each day the flag 
is not up. 

If the law is constitutional, which isa 
disputed question, then the Governor and 
the other Trustees are technically law- 
breakers, for while there is a flagstaff on 
the campus, where a flag is always flying, 
there are no staffs and flags on the college 
buildings or any one of them. The 
Trustees were notified by the Sheriff that 
they were violating the law, but they paid 
no attention. So now it is announced all 
over the country that they have been in- 
dicted. 

Absurd as this action on the part of the 
grand jury is, it will have one good effect. 
The question whether the law is worth any- 
thing will be settled speedily. If it is con- 
stitutional, every court-house must have its 
flag, or the Sheriff may get into trouble. 
Every educational institution, public, “ sec- 
tarian, or private "—every parochial school 
and every kindergarten—must hoist a 
United States flag “ of not less than four by 
eight feet in size.” 

At the same session there was enacted an- 
other and more sensible law which makes 
it the duty of the Board of Directors of 
each school district to keep a flag flying 
during school sessions when the weather is 
pleasant. The pole may be either on the 
school-house or in the grounds belonging to 
it. That law does not seek to dictate to 
private or sectarian institutions, 

Of course the eleven Trustees will be 
annoyed at what has happened. Not one 
of them ever was indicted before. It will 
not be agreeable to go to Champaign to 
give bail. But if the courts hold that the 
indictment is a nullity because the law is

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THE INDICTMENT OF MAYOR MATTHIES- 
SEN. 

There will be found in another column 
an interesting article about the questions 
involved in the indictment of Mayor Mat- 
thiessen.of the City of La Salle two months 
ago for not enforcing the State law which 
makes it an offense for a man to keep & sa- 
loon open on Sundays. 

It appears that the indictment returned 
by the La Salle County grand jury against 
the Mayor of the City of La Salle does not 
meet with the approval of the citizens of 
that place. Very many of them are Ger- 
mans, brought up to drink beer every day 
in the week, and not deeming it any more of 
a sin to drink it on Sunday than on a week 
day. There are also many other citizens 
of foreign descent who do not think it a 
crime to drink beer on Sunday, who are 
satisfied with the way in which saloons 
are run in their city, and who do not see 
why they cannot manage their local affairs 
to suit themselves, even though the way in 
which they manage them may not suit the 
notions of residents in other parts of the 
county. 

It appears also that politics has had more : 
to do with this indictment than zeal for the 
enforcement of the State law against Sun- 
day saloons. Normally La Salle City is 
Democratic, but for some years the people 
have elected the Republican Matthiessen 
Mayor, because he made so admirable an 
officer. The affairs of the city have beeu 
managed with great economy and intelli- 
gence. Democratic politicians want to oust 
him and put in a man of their own choice, 
so they can control the patronage. 

Ilis “palpable omission of duty” in 
allowing the saloons to remain open on 
Sunday is a mere pretext. The Democrats 
of La Salle.are not in favor of closing the 
saloons on Sunday, and no Democrat who 
could be elected Mayor would close them. 

But this indictment, though based on 
false pretenses, will serve a useful purpose. 
It has furnished an opportunity to have the 
courts decide whether it is the duty of the 
Mayors of Lllinois cities to enforce such 
laws, as that venerable one which makes it 
an offense to sell liquor on Sunday, and 
whether a Mayor can be indicted and pun- 
ished and removed from office on the ground 
that he has failed to enforce such a law. 

The counsel/for Mayor Matthiessen has 
moved to quash the indictment on the 
ground that the statute does not require 
the Mayor to cxeeute State laws Sther than 
such as relate to the city. It is claimed 
that if it is his duty to enforce any criminal 
statute it is his duty to enforce every one, 
and if he must see that all laws of the State 
are executed he must prevent the commis- 
sion of every crime from abduction to the 
last one mentioned in the criminal code. 

Every now and then somebody in Chicago 
rises up and announces that it is the duty 
of the Mayor to close the saloons on Sun- 
day and that he could be and ought to be in- 
dicted for a failuretodoso. Tur Triscne 
has argued to the contrary.

CASE OF GREAT MOMENT. 


CAN A MAYOR BE PROSECUTED FOR 
NOT ENFORCING A LAW? 


Opinion in a Novel Criminal Proceed- 
ing to Be Handed Down by Judge 
Blanchard at Ottawa—Chief Magis- 
trate of La Salle Has Been Indicted 
for Not Closing the Saloons in His 
City on Sundays—Politics In- 
volved in the Matter. 

One of the most important decisions in re- 
gard to the powers of Mayors of municipal 
corporations in Illinois is to be handed down 
by Judge Blanchard in the Circuit Court of 
Illinois at Ottawa next week. The decision 
will have all the importance of a precedent, 
covering, as it will, points heretofore unde- 
cided in this or any other State. 

The case is that of the People vs. Mayor 
Matthiessen of La Salle, who was indicted 
by the January grand jury for “‘ palpable 
omission of duty” in allowing saloons to 
remain open on Sundays contrary to State 
law. The law point upon which a decision 
is sought is as to the power of a Mayor to 
enforce a statutory law of the kind. The 
prosecution claims the Mayor of a city has 
the power. The defense has set up a plea 
claiming the Mayor cannot enforce one State 
law without having the power to enforce 
all, which power the statutes do not confer. 
The Mayor cannot be made a police officer, 
his province being to prevent breaches of 
the peace only. 

In the general decision the State at large 
is interested, no such case having before 
come up for adjudication, it was sought 
some months ago to have Mayor Swift 
brought before the courts on a similar 
charge, but that fell through. It is thought 
probable such an attempt will again be made 
should Judge Blanchard’s decision prove 
favorable to the prosecution in the case now 
pending. Besides the Mayor of La Salle, 
there were indicted by the January grand 
jury the Mayors of Peru, Utica, and Kang- 
ley, all in La Salle County, and all charged 
with the same offense. The case of Mayor 
Matthiessen, however, has been pushed for 
a decision, and the other Mayors have been 
allowed to remain idle spectators, not even 
giving bonds for appearance. 

Behind the scenes in this case there are 
interesting features, which have torn La 
Salle County into shreds politically and 
caused many personal animosities in the 
four towns mentioned. The game of politics 
has entered largely into the prosecutions— 


which many.term persecutions—and many | 


residents of the county believe the desire to 
control city patronage in the four towns 
has had much to do with the recent action 
on the part of the grand jury and the State’s- 
Attorney. However this may be, there isa 
bitter feeling existing among the large for- 
cign population in the county. The attempt 
to close the saloons on Sunday, against the 
wishes of the people living in the towns at- 
tacked, is resented as an attempt on persona! 
liberty and is freely spoken of in that way. 


Is a Wealthy German. 


Mayor Matthiessen,against whom the pros- 
ecution has been more particularly directed, 
is a German and one of the most prominent 
citizens cf La Salle County. He has accumu- 
lated a great fortune in the zinc and coal 
mining business at La Salle, where he has 
lived for many years and raised his family. 
The place is his home, and in its welfare he 
has taken a great deal of interest. Henever 
sought political preferment until driven to 
it by the Democratic machine in control of 
the town eight years ago. AS a protest 
against the way the machine did things he, 
a Republican, was elected, and three times 
reélected in a Democratic town. 

Conducting the officeof Mayor on the same 
lines as he did his own business he soon 
changed the appearance and slowly’ the 
reputation of the place. Under his admin- 
istration the city originated and now owns 
its own water, sewer, and electric lighting 
systems without resorting to special taxa- 
tion, and while at the same time reducing 
the municipal debt. In this way the town 
of 10,000 inhabitants has in eight years 
paid out $101,002 for permanent improve- 
ments. Many times the Mayor has assumed 
personal obligations when the city needed 
money and the tax limit had been reached.

It is to the interest of the workingmen to 
be paid in the best money thereis. Honest 
money is the best policy for them. If they 
do not want to be shoved down toward the 
lower level of Japanese labor. they must 
insist on being paid in full value not half 
value money. 

Undoubtedly the workingmen, or most of 
them, will come to see which side their 
bread is buttered on, and will enter into no 
alliance with men who are endeavoring to 
cut down their wages by the substitution cf 
50-cent for 100-cent dollars. Nor will the

THE SUSPECT NOTICES. |. 

The Democrats are complaining, as they 
did last year, of the large number of sus- 
pect notices which have been sent out by 
the election clerks. They allege now, as 
on previous occasions, that this is a plot to 
disfranchise Democratic voters. 

On the contrary, the fact that many such 
notices are being sent out, especially in 
wards like the First and the Highteenth,

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photography he has sought for the means 
of making the X rays aid the naked eye in 
looking through solid flesh and even pene- 
trating the bone structure.

The new machine consists of a double 
tube vacuum pump attached to a wooden 
upright, the exhaust mercury pipe running 
into a small wooden box alongside the 
pump, in which the tube is placed. The 
electric current-is furnished from an ordi- 
nary battery and induction coil under the 
box, and the wires leading up through the 
bottom of the box render ig impossible for 
either surgeon or patient - receive a 
shock, The outer end of the apparatus is 
covered with paper which is coated with 
crystals of the tungstate of calcium, and 
the fluoroscope which is fastened over the - 
eyes of the surgeon looks like a pair of 
spectacles minus the lenses. The appa- 
ratus already is perfected so far that it 
is possible to see through the tissues of the 
arm, leg, and shoulder and locate every bone 
clearly. 
| Here is a distinct gain in practical science 
and a means for the saving of-life, since it 
is undeniable that many deaths have oc- 
curred because of irritation by probing 
and cutting that would not have been re- 
sorted to but for the inability of the operator 
to see just what was required. 


THE GREATER NEW YORK. 
The measure on which the New-Yorkers 


depend to keep ahead of Chicago has been 
advanced another step, greatly to their de- 
light. It passed the Senate some wecks 
ago and has at last made its way through 
the Assembly, in spite of the protests of the 
members from Brooklyn and some of those 
from the rural districts. 

More remains to be done, however, before 
New York can absorb the neighboring cities 
and*towns. The new Constitution requires 
that every bill affecting a city be submitted 
to its Mayor for approval. If he disap- 
proves of it it does not become a law unless 
the Legislature passes it over again, despite 
his objections. |

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MASSACHUSETTS HEARD FROM. 
The Republicans of Massachusetts held 
their State convention yesterday and gave 
Speaker Reed a big boost. The Chairman 
was applauded wildly when he declared 


less worthy of leadership today than in the 
old days of the thirteen united colonies 
when she presents as her chosen chieftain 
the name of Thomas Brackett Reed.” 

The convention indorsed all he said by 
adopting a resolution urging all the Massa- 
chusetts delegates to give their united sup- 
port to Mr. Reed, “a fearless leader, tried 
in many hard conflicts, a man of national 
reputation, of unblemished character, un- 
swerving Republicanism, and great abil- 
ities.” 

While the district delegates are not bound 
by anything the convention may do, they 
will doubtless be glad to comply with its 
wishes. All or nearly all of the delegates | 
from other New England States will be 
equally ready to give the Speaker their 
united and active support. 

He will be introduced to the St. Louis 
convention as the “ Favorite Son ” of New 
England and will have the backing of the 
seventy-eight delegates from that section. 
How many he will have from the South is 
uncertain. It depends largely on the way 
in which the contests in several of the 
States are settled. But while it must be 
most gratifying to Mr. Reed's feelings to 
have the support of a united New England, 
something more is needed to nominate him. 
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GOMPERS’ IMITATION OF DEBS. 

With the sanction and support of the Fed- 
eration of Labor a strike involving at the 
outset 100,000 men, is to be inaugurated 
May 1. The recent annual convention of 
the federation, held in New York City, de- 
cided the time was opportune for reviving 
the eight-hour movement, which was qui- 
escent during the panic, and to the National 
Council of the federation was delegated the 
duty of selecting some one of the federated 
trades to do the striking. The Carpenters’ 
Union, which in 1890 met with a certain 
degree of success in this direction, was se- | 
lected at its own request to make the move 
this year. The Horseshoers’ Union, having 
decided to strike for eight hours anyhow 
May 1, also received the sanction of the 
federation for this purpose. 

The right of workingmen to quit when 
the terms and conditions of their employ- 
ment cease to be satisfactory to them is | 
not questioned, unless by combined action — 
there is a widespread movement amount- 
ing to a conspiracy against the common 
weal. This principle is recognized by law

Everything was conducted to the satis- 
faction of the people of La Salle, and no one 
was asking for Sunday closing when the 
political wirepullers began working for the 
Mayoralty. Last June the forty-four sa- 
loonkeepers were indicted and fined $10 and 
costs each by an agreement with State’s- 
Attorney Duncan. This was repeated in 
October and again in January, the fines be- 
ing $10 and costs as before. When asked 
why he did not call for a heavy fine Duncan 
is reported to have said he knew La Salle 
wanted open saloons, and he did not care 
to push the matter too far. 

, An interesting question of fees enters tnto 
the situation. The State’s-Attorney has 
many pauper cases. These anfl some other 
fees are paid if collected. In the saloon fines 
the costs go to him and the $10 fine in each 
case is applied on other fees earned but not 
collected, and never reaches the school fund. 


Moloney Takes a Hand in It. 


From March to October, 1895, the fees in 
Sunday saloon cases alone were $1,000 for 
the State’s-Attorney’s office. 

en Mayor Matthiessen’s motion to 
quash the indictment came before Judge 
Blanchard for argument, Attorney-General 
Moloney took a hand in the \proceedings.

Unique Work of Colorado Women, : 


ENVER, Colo.,, March 25.—[Special Cor- 

respondence.}—Women of Colorado 

have earned the distinguished honor 
of providing a woman who is capable of tak- 
ing care of the garbage question, which al- 
ways confronts the city householder. Only 
three weeks have elapsed since this radical 
change took place in this city, and now 
the Mayor, Health Commissioner, and all 
others who have official dealings with the 
contractor are at their wits’ ends for means 


of escaping her aggressive demands. 
Heretofore the matter of hauling the gar- 


bage from the back doors of residents has 
— performed in @ perfunctory manner. 
city paid 


the amount called for in the bond. The 
whole affair was handled in such a matter- 
of-fact style that it never entered the heads 
of any one that in the business lay the germs 


of a riot. 

It remained for a woman to stir up trouble. 
Mrs. Mary Pickerell took the contract at 
less than half the amount which was paid 
previous contractors and a general smile 
went around the city hall, for the wire-pull- 
ers thought she would be gloriously left for 
meddling in affairs that were not within the 
province of fair woman. Little did they 
know what was in store for the people. In 
less than a week the new contractor filed a 
bond and proceeded to her business with all 
the savoir faire of an adept in the art of 


alley cleaning. 
She Contracts for Garbage. 


With a good physique gained on a big 
ranch in the country Mrs. Pickerell was 
possessed of the first requisite for the busi- 
ness. She told the city officials who tried to 
dissuade her from her purpose that she was 
aware of what she had undertaken and was 
prepared to seo the experiment through to 
the bitter end. She spoke of the advantages 
of running a hog ranch and supplying pork 
to the city people from swine raised on what 
they had rejected from their tables. Then 
she appointed a superintendent to supervise 
the work, and followed that step with a no- 
tice to all hog men to desist from taking 
away any garbage from back yards during 
the time of her contract. She afterwards 
notified them to attend a meeting where they 
would ‘be informed of the terms on which 
they would be allowed to continue, 

At this meeting the hog men were treated 
to u surprise. They were coolly told to bid 
for the swill which from time immemorial 
they were accustomed to haul away for noth- 
ing. They told the new woman of that 
fact, but she was not dismayed. Mrs. 
Pickerell quietly but firmly rejoined that if 
they wished to continue in the business of 
raising hogs from the offal of households 
they would have to pay for the privilege. 

‘*T have taken this contract for a nominal 
price,” said Mrs. Pickerell, “and now you 
can do as you please, but one thing I want 
to assure you is not a single garbage wagon 


If you don’t choose to haul away the garbage 
on my terms then I will proceed to raise 
pork at my own ranch and you all will be 
crowded out of business.”’ 

This was a square ultimatum, but since 
m woman had issued the edict none of the 
ranchmen paid the wiightest attention to 
her threats. Next day they appeared as 
usual at the back doors of the leading hotels, 
to the proprietors of which they paid a 
handsome bonus for the privilege of hauling 
away their refuse. In each case they were 
inet with warrants sworn out by the woman 
contractor for violating the law in hauling 
garbage through the streets in tanks that 
were neither water-tight nor covered so as 
to prevent the spread of noisome odors. 
Then it became apparent that the new 
woman was a creature of mettie, who knew 
her rights and was bound to have them re- 
spected. At the police court the magistrate 
promptly fined each of the offenders and 
‘gradually the fact was forced on the stupid 
hog men that they had met their match. 
They pleaded with the city for relief and 
the Mayor was asked to bate their fines. 
Wherever they went they found their arch 
enemy, the garbage contractor. When they 
said they would appeal to the Health Com- 
missioner they were told to go ahead with 
their appeals for all she cared, but they must 
not collect any garbage without paying a 
royalty to Mrs. Pickerell. 


Woman Sanitary Inspector. 


This little tiff with the Health Department 
was followed a few days later by an explo- 
sion in the same quarter, where women were 
responsible for the disturbance. One of the 
street car companies was brought to time 
by a woman inspector of the Health Depart- 
tinent. Nothing had been said about the 
matter of appointing women to an office 
that was regarded as the sacred perquisite 
of the ward worker, so when a woman of 
rather distinguished mien presented herseif 
one day on a trolley car arrayed in all the 
habiliments of an*inspector of alleys and tried 
to ride free, as other inspectors did, the con- 
ductor was astounded. He thought hard 
for a few moments and then determined to 
let the woman ride free and report the cir-

cumstance to the Superintendent at the end 
of his run. He was warned that a repeti- 
tion of the offense would result in the loss of 
his job and that Denver did not support any 
female health officers. Next day another 
conductor was caught in the same predica- 
ment and passed a woman who wore the 
brass shield accentuated by a red cross that 
proclaimed the wearer an emissary of the 
Health Department. The Superintendent 
concluded that it was not a sporadic case 
and issued a general order that any woman 
representing herself with a health badge 
should be requested to pay fare or get off the 
cars of the company. The order read

All the 
needed accessories to the costumes are also 
to be found, and the enthusiastic wheel- 
woman is as much fascinated by the latest 
design in kifee protectors as the fluffy sum- 
mer girl by her ribbons and frills. 

The wheelwoman who goes in more for 
comfort than appearance will be delighted 
with the assortment of new sweaters. In 
fact, the novelties this spring are more 
chic than clumsy. They are all made with 
puffed or bishop sleeves, and the most con- 
venient button on the shoulders, 

New Bicycle Hats. 

In color many of them are really esthetic. 
The wool sweaters with woven silk stripes 
come in white and green, brown and white, 
and scarlet and white. They can also be 
bought in the college colors. Sweaters 
made like a sailor blouse are one of the bicy- 
cle novelties of the season. 

There are any number of new shapes in 
bicycle hats. Caps made of the same ma- 
terial as the suit, with a ribbon rosette and 
quill at the side, are becoming as well as 
comfortable. 

The felt Alpine {s always popular. Cloth 
caps with a broad peak in front to protect 
the eyes are sensible, and can be bought in 
a number of materials.

Protectors for Her Knees. 


Perhaps there is no accessory to a wheel- 
woman's outfit of more importance than her 
corset. 
special attention to its selection. All bicycle 
corsets should be cut very short on the hips, 
to allow easy hip action in riding. One of 
the best corsets yet designed for bicyclists 
has just been imported from Paris. It is 
short on the hips and has pieces of batiste 
sewed to the bust, which take the place ofa 
corset waist, thus doing away with the 
necessity: of wearing a separate corset cover. 
There are also batiste pieces sewed to the 
back of the corset. Silk elastic bands go over 
the shoulders, fastening by means of a hook 
and eyelet to the substitute corset waist. By 
having the elastic punctured by eyelet holes 
it may be tightened or loosened as required. 

Knee protectors are invaluable to the 
women who ride, especially to the amateurs 
who are in danger of falling. These pro- 
tectors are made of a piece of leather, which 
fits over the knee, fastening by means ofa 
narrow leather strap and buckle. Though 
there are suede, cloth, and leather leggings 
for sale, the bicycle boot seems to be the 
most popular. 

New boots, which reach to the bloomers, 
says the New York Journal, are warranted 
to keep soft and pliable. There are other 
boots, which are buttoned at the calf and 
laced below, and some which are strapped 
at the top. When low shoes are worn the 
bicycle stocking becomes a matter of im- 
portant consideration. They are all of thick 
wool and the newest show the gay Tartan 
plaid colors. The suede gloves, with ventila- 
tion holes pierced in the palms, are the 
latest novelty for cycling wear. Suede 
gloves stitched on the inside to prevent rub- 
bing the seams open are also well worth buy- 


ing. 


Red Manicure Salve Is Vulgar. 

Women never cared more carefully for 
their nails than now, but the woman of taste 
avoids extremes in this as in all things. 
Pink nails are admired because a perfect 
nail should be thin enough to show the rosy 
blood beneath, but a nail glowing with the 
red salve of the toilet table is no better liked 
than lips and cheeks which owe their brill- 
ilancy to the rouge pot. Nor is an artificial 
polish to be recommended; the natural gloss 
merely should be maintained and height- 
ened. The best authorities forbid the use of 
the nailbrush. Any dust or soil may be re- 
moved with a bit of cotton wound around a 
wooden toothpick or bit of orange wood; the 
sinall emery boards which are sold every- 
where for the purpose keep the under sur- 
face of the nail so smooth that little or noth- 
ing can adhere. 


Attractive Way to Serve Eggs. 

This is the recipe for eggs stuffed with wa- 
tercress. It is a pretty and palatable dish 
made by boiling hard as many eggs as will 
be needed. Throw them into cold water, re- 
move the shells, and cut the eggs in halves. 
Take out the yelks carefully without break- 
ing the whites. Add to the yelksa teaspoon- 
ful of French mustard, a tablespoonful of 
rnelted butter, and two teaspoonfuls of finely 
minced ham or tongue, and season with salt 
and pepper. Rub all to a smooth paste and 
fill the whites with the mixtureand serve on 
a bed of watercress.

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Quite as attractive was the second gown 
shown, which is worn by Manon after she 
has commenced her new career. It is Dres- 
den style and is of pale green brocaded satin 
with Watteau plaits, having small pink 
roses embroidered all over it. It opens over 
a plain green petticoat, with a broad flounce 
of rare lace finished with pink ribbons and 
dainty bows. The long pointed bodice has 
two graduated bows joining the edges, which 
finally meet below. Lace frills and bows 
ornament the sleeves, and pink roses are 
fastened to the corsage sideways. A chic 
headdress made of pink ribbon, with an 
aigrette of loops and bows set in amongst 
the curls in the white wig is worn by Manon 
at this stage of the opera.

However, the splendor of her gowns 
reaches a climax in another costume, which 
is shown in the cut, and which is made ofa 
fabric of gold, with silver threads, a wonder- 
ful product of the loom, as delicate as etrus- 
can filigree work, and further enriched by 
revers of embroidery extending down the 
sides to the foot. The design is a vine of 
roses with foliage, and the flowers are raised 
with petals of shades, pink gauze growing 
deep hued in the heart of the blossoms. The 
bodice fits beautifully and is laced down the 
back. The folds of the train are gathered to 
the point, and there is a pannier effect of the 
Louis XVI. period. 

An open gold stuff in filigree effects is 
draped on the corsage, and the sleeves are 
also of this material. The stomacher is of 
pale pink satin, decorated with green and 
white applique designs and richly jeweled 
with green brilliants and rhinestones. The 
gown opens over a petticoat of pale pink, 
covered with similar applique work. Clus- 
ters of pink roses are used to give the final 
touch of splendor, and a crown of them, 
with a black aigrette, is worn in the pow- 
dered hair. 

Another beautiful gown Is of antique bro- 
cade having a design of flowers and old blue 
on a shaded white background. It is turned 
back from a richly embroidered old blue 
satin petticoat and the revers fastened at 
short intervals by clusters of crimson roses, 

In the famous scene in the Cathedral de 
St. Sulpice Manon wears over this gown a 
soft, thick, deep pink silk, lined with white 
satin, and under the dark fur bordering 
the outside and edging tho full hood is a 
ruche of the same. Exquisite silk stock- 
ings and high-heeled shoes to match each 
costume go with every toilet. 

All the former grandeur of the previous 
costumes is forgotten in the last act, when 
poor Manon, on her way to prison, wears 
a simple though becoming frock of a soft 
color, the skirt of which is perfectly plain 
and the bodice is laced up the front over a 
loose white vest. 

The two gowns—both of which are new— 
which Mme. Melba wears as the Queen in 
‘Les Huguenots” are artistic to a degree 
not often seen on the stage. The first is of 
rich white satin and tulle, heavily embroid- 
ered with silver and pearis and having a 
wide girdle of pearls. The neck is finished 
with a ruche of rarelace. The second gown, 
however, is one of the most beautiful of all 
her costumes and was copied from an old 

nting and designed by Carolus Durand.
